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REPORT. 



To the Honorable Lyman U. Humphrey, Oovemor of Kansas: 

Sir — We have the honor to present herewith the Ninth Annual Report 
of the Board of Railroad Commissioners of the State of Kansas. 

As provided by law, this report embodjes all the proceedings, opinions 
and decisions of the Board which have been deemed of general interest, 
together with the reports of the different railroad companies operating lines 
within the State, including a detailed exhibit of the business of the year 
and the financial condition of the roads. 

All the principal lines of railroad in the State have been maintained in 
excellent condition, both in respect to road-bed, equipment, and service. 

The branch lines generally are in as gooocondition as their business will 
justify, and with a return of good seasons will no doubt be greatly im- 
proved. 

Less than two miles of road have been constructed in the State during 
the past year. It is well. 

ACCIDENT STATISTICS. 

A summary of the accident statistics reported to this office show the 
following casualties during the year :

Grand total killed 643

Grand total killed and injared, employes, passengers, and others, by 
railroad accidents 2,175 
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The nature of the accident by which the casualty was occasioned is given, 
and a few of these cases are here referred to as suggesting the inquiry 
whether additional precautions are not demanded for the better protection 
of the lives of employes and the traveling public. For example: In coup- 
ling and uncoupling cars, 48 employes were killed and 323 were injured. 
By falling from trains, 60 employes were killed and 130 injured. By over- 
head obstructions, 12 were killed and 16 injured. 

In regard to accidents to persons not in the employ of the roads, the re- 
ports show that 46 were killed and 36 injured at highway crossings. 

The foregoing, and more of the same character that may be discovered 
from a careful perusal of this volume, presents a fruitful theme for the atten- 
tion of the statesman and philanthropist. 

DISRESPECT FOR ORDERS. 

Attention is respectfully called to failure and refusal of companies to 
respond to recommendations of the Board relating to added train service 
and needed improvements in physical condition of track and road-bed, in 
order to insure a reasonable service to the public in promptness and per- 
sonal safety.

In connection with the above, attention is respectfully called to the case 
of the Kansas Central Railway, owned by the Union Pacific Company, which 
was reported to you, and made a matter of contention in the Supreme Court 
at the instance of the Attorney General. 

The rule of law laid down by the Supreme Court in that case applies to 
all of those above reported to you. It was held that the power of the Com- 
mission in respect to repairs of track, extent and kind of train service, 
were advisory only, and that procedure must be by mandamus and a trial 
of fact as to the reasonableness of the recommendation of the Commission. 

The action in that case not having been amended and pursued in the 
form indicated by the Supreme Court, all seem now to rest upon a common 
plane, and are submitted without suggestion or recommendation. 
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RELIABILITY OF STATISTICAL REPORTS. 

In submitting the statistical reports called for by section 6 of the act of 
March 6, 1883, it is due to say that they are as full and as lucid as the 
Commission has been able to obtain, but, at the same time, not of a charac- 
ter to form reliable information as to the financial standing and operation 
of the roads. 

As words have been defined as the means of concealing their own mean- 
ing, so figures in railroad financial records are too often made to conceal 
their own showing. The problems they are used to work out are so extended 
and complicated in elements and relations as to make it easy to produce 
almost any desirable showing; and when explanations have been asked, 
they have been refused, or answered in a manner more confusing than the 

unexplained original.

DBOISION. 

This is a case brought on petition of John C. Rath and 94 other citizens of Ante* 
lope and vicinity, in Marion county, asking for a station at the post office of Ante- 
lope, on the line of respondent's road. The petition was filed in this office November 
18, 1889, and promptly referred to the railroad company, who replied that, about 
two miles south of the site of the post office named, the company already had a sta- 
tion, at a place named Quarry, which, in their jadgment, rendered the proposed new 
station unnecessary. 

On the 13th of December the Board proceeded to Quarry, and examined the coun^ 
try generally there, and also in the vicinity of Antelope. The country is fertile and 
highly cultivated, and ordinarily furnishes a Considerable surplus of grain and live< 
stock for shipment. The side-track named Quarry is located in a bend of Clear 
creek, on the east side of that stream, and is somewhat difficult of approach from 
the west and north, owing to the absence of established roads and bridges. At the 
time of our visit, a movement was on foot, which we were led to believe would be 
successful, to locate county roads through the township, running to the cardinal 
points and intersecting at Quarry. Subsequent efforts proved this undertaking to 
be in a measure impracticable, the report of competent and disinterested viewers 
being adverse to the opening of a road on the line running north and south through 
Quarry. 

The principal occasion for a station at Quarry is the existence near that point 
of an extensive quarry of limestone, the shipments of which have amounted to many 
hundred car-loads of stone per annum. In addition, there is something done in the 
way of shipping grain and stock from this point. The country to the east and south 
is somewhat broken and hilly, and much of it is suitable only for pasture land, while 
to the west and north, as has been stated, the better agricultural lands are not trib- 
utary to this point. 

The country adjacent to Antelope is all tillable, and is one of the oldest and most 
prosperous settlements in the county. Indeed, Antelope existed as a post office 
and traders' station on the frontier before the county was organized, in the roman- 
tic days of the Santa F^ trail. 

After careful deliberation we come to the conclusion, not, however, without seri- 
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ons misgiyingB as to its practical operation, that a compromise might be effected 
between the conflicting interests of Antelope and Quarry by establishing a station 
on the north or west side of the creek, opposite Qaarry and a half a mile distant 
therefrom, so that the two stations might be operated as one, and at the same time 
the interests of Antelope subserved in the case, and the hardships of hauling through 
private roads and across difficult fords, pending the providing of better means of 
access, avoided. At this time we believed that good roads and bridges would 
be provided in the near future, and hoped that the conflicting and hostile interests 
of the two points competing for a station would easily harmonize on the point in- 
dicated. Accordingly a decision was rendered to this effect, and duly certified to 
the parties in interest. 

To this the railroad company objected, however, on the ground that the point 
selected by the Board for the new station was on a part of the line where a difficult 
grade existed, and therefore the site was unfavorable and unsuitable; and further- 
more, that no matter what the proximity of the two stations, the creek and inter- 
vening single-track bridge would preclude the possibility of operating the two 
stations as one station. The company accordingly asked for a rehearing of the 
case. 

The people were scarcely less dissatisfied with the decision than the railroad com- 
pany, and at once applied for a reopening of the case. 

One of the principal reasons urged by the citizens of Antelope against the plant- 
ing of a station north of the bridge at Quarry, and this reason was also urged with 
emphasis by the county commissioners and county officers generally, was the ex- 
pense which the erection of the necessary bridges to make the station accessible 
would entail upon the county. Even granting that the east and west roads would 
be practicable, and that access to Qaarry might be conveniently and cheaply pro- 
vided for from those directions, the chief obstacle would still remain to be sur- 
mounted, namely, access from the north and south — from the directions which 
would contribute the greater part of the business of the station. 

Upon a reconsideration of the case, the Board has deemed the adverse report of 
the road viewers on the north and south road, the expense involved to bridge the 
stream, and the unfavorable grade of the track for a station at the point designated 
in the original decision, to be good and sufficient reasons for setting it aside and 
determining the case in the light of the latter and more controlling facts which have 
been adduced. 

It now appears to us that the occasion for a station at Quarry will not perma- 
nently nor long continue. The chief industry there is the development of the stone 
quarry, and this is dependent upon the demand, which is not now, and may not be 
in the future, sufficient to warrant much outlay for station purposes, while the large 
and wealthy agricultural region tributary to Antelope will become yearly of greater 
importance to the railroad company. 

We conclude, therefore, that the company should establish a station and equip it 
with full station facilities for the accommodation of the country adjacent to Ante- 
lope, and we direct that the same be done, at date not later than the first day of July 
next, and the site of the depot be within one mile of the present mail-crane of 
Antelope. By thb Boabd.

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IN THE MATTER OF THE INSPECTION OF THE CONDITION OF THE KANSAS CENTRAL 

RAILROAD. 

[The order, together with sabsequent correspondence, is summarized in the following letter. — Secy.] 

ToPEKA, Eas., September 18, 1891. 
E. Dickinson^ Esq., Assistant General Manager Union Pacific Rly., Omaha, Neb.: 

Deab Sib — We are in receipt of your letter of the 16th inst., in reply to onrs of 
Angnst 2l8t to J. O. Brinkerhoff, Esq., general superintendent, formally making re- 
quest for a modification of the order of this Commission, requiring of yonr com- 
pany an early renewal of rails npon the track of the Kansas Central Railroad. 

We beg to assure yon of the careful consideration given by the Commission to 
all the oral arguments presented in conference had in this office, on the day of the 
date of your letter, restating such reasons, in a formal request for a modification 
of that order in particulars specifically set forth. 

In order to a clear understanding of this case, and for a complete vindication of 
the order and of this decision, upon your appeal for a change of its conditions, it is 
deemed essential to recall the record, some of which antedates the present manage- 
ment of your company. 

In the report of this Commission to the Governor, in December, 1890, it was said 

of this road, after an inspection: 

"The Kansas Central is not in proper condition, in our opinion, for its profitable operation, or for 
the safety of the traveling public. This road, formerly a 3-foot gauge, has been widened to a 4-feet-8i- 
inch gauge the present year, using the same rails, switches, and track fixtures generally. . . . With 
the utmost caution, and under favorable conditions as to weather, the road may be operated without 
being an actual menace to its employes and patrons, but it will hardly escape the winter without acci- 
dent." 

As early in the spring following this report as it was consistent to demand such 

work, the Commission, in company with the proper officers of the company, made a 

careful inspection of the road, resulting in the following report and order as to its 

repairs : 

"ToPEKA, May 13, 1891. 

"S. H. H. Clark, Esq., Vice-President and General Manager: 

"An inspection has just been had of the Kansas Central Railway, with reference 

to its physical condition and operation, as required of this Commission by section 

5, act of March 6, 1883, viz.: 

" ' Said Commission shall have the general supervision of all railroads in the State, . . . and shall 
inquire into any neglect or violation of the laws of the State by any person, company or corporation 
engaged in tbe business of transportation of persons or property therein, or by the officers, agents or 
employes thereof; and shall also, from time to time, carefully examine and inspect tbe condition of 
each railroad in the State, and its equipment, and the manner of its conduct and management with 
reference to the public safety and convenience. Whenever, in tbe judgment of the Railroad Commis- 
sioners, it shall appear that any railroad corporation, or other transportation company, fails, in any 
respect or particular, to comply with the terms of its charter, or the laws of the State, or whenever, in 
their judgment, any repairs are necessary upon its road, any addition to its rolling-stock, or any addi- 
tion to or change of its stations or station-bouses, or any change in its rates for transporting freight, 
or any change in the mode of operating its road and conducting its business, is reasonable and expe- 
dient, in order to promote the security, convenience and accommodation of the public, said Commis- 
sioners shall inform such corporation of the improvements and changes which they adjudge to be 
proper.' 

** In informing you of the result of this inspection of the Commission, made in 
pursuance to the mandatory provisions of the law above quoted, and that the re- 
quirements of its decision are * reasonable and expedient,' it may be well to refer 
to the history of the road. 

** It was constructed and put in operation, on the first 50 miles of its line, in 1872, 
with a gauge of three feet, and under contract with the county of Leavenworth lind 
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nmnicipalities giving aid to it to construct at least 100 miles per annnm thereafter, 
until its main line reached Denver city, Colo., and branches or feeders to secure to 
it the business naturally tributary to such main line in Kansas. 

*'In time it was extended to Miltonvale, 166 miles from its initial point* of con- 
struction, at the city of Leavenworth. No effort or promise seems to have been 
made to construct beyond its present terminal, although required to do so by the 
terms of contract obligations, which admit of no misconstruction or evasion, except 
by deliberate default. 

** The road has passed from management and ownership with little apparent re- 
spect for corporate or contract obligations to the State, or the people domiciled on 
its line and dependent upon it as the prime element of the development and pros- 
perity of the country tributary to it. It took possession of one of the best por- 
tions of the State — second to none in its range of possibilities — and, through neglect 
of corporate obligations and forfeiture of contract requirements, has fairly cruci- 
fied the country to which it came with such copious promises and sacred pledges. 

"The effect of this mal- administration of a public trust has been such as to 
admit of no denial by anyone cognizant of its disastrous results. In addition to 
practical isolation of the people, through want of connections by uniform gauge 
and operation of trains, it has delayed settlement, prevented investments and de- 
graded real-estate values to such an extent that cultivated farms on its line are to- 
day worth less per acre than raw prairie land of the same intrinsic natural worth 
on the lines of the Union Pacific, on the south and north of and parallel to it. 

"For years it has been held out to hope, and made the essence of repeated prom- 
ises, that it was about to be broadened to a standard gauge, and made to meet, in its 
physical condition and management, a just public demand. To sustain this, bridges 
of standard width and strength have been put in, and standard ties used when re- 
newals were required, for some years. 

*'In February, 1890, this Commission was advised by the management that it had 
been determined to enter upon the work of widening and rerailing the line during 
the working season to follow. This assurance was made good in the preliminary 
work of preparing road-bed and spreading the old rails from the west end of the 
line eastward; when completed, as the Commission was informed, the work of laying 
new rails would commence at its eastern terminal, and be pushed with vigor until 
the work was completed. 

"The Commission now find the road in the condition it was left by the manage- 
ment preceding yours. The road-bed is in good condition, bridges adequate and 
ties in condition to receive new rails, and at once, under proper management, be in 
a condition to redeem the long-neglected corporate and contract obligations of its 
owners. But until such work of rerailing is consummated, it is but an apology for a 
railroad, and any effort on the part of the Commission or the company to have it 
operated to meet the reasonable and just demands of the public, with safety to pas- 
sengers and employes, is simply absurd. 

" The rails in use, if new, and made of steel instead of iron, would not be laid by 
any railway company, nor permitted to be laid by any State authority, for use as a 
railroad of standard gauge, motive power, and rolling-stock. But they are not new, 
nor in condition to justify continued use even if they were of adequate weight. 
They are bruised and bent, so as to present sharp curves in the middle of rails and 
sharp angles at their connecting ends, to say nothing of worn and broken treads, 
which alone should forbid their use. Frogs and switches are in a like worn and un- 
safe condition. 

"This condition of the road, which has driven from it all train service but a sin- 
gle mixed train a day, with a time-card of eleven miles an hour, cannot be met or 
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justified by the olaim of insnffioient earniDgs, for the road and its management pre- 
vents patronage and makes earnings impossible. 

'*The Commission oheerfnlly submits to public judgment, and your own great 
knowledge of corporate duties and obligations, that no railroad company, in the 
year 1891, can defend the management or protect the charter of a standard gauge 
railroad operated upon a track of 35-pound iron rails which hare withstood 19 years 
^f continued use. 

'*In view of these facts the Commission decide, in the language of the law, that 
it * is reasonable and expedient, in order to promote the security, convenience and 
■accommodation of the public,' and in order *to comply with the terms of its charter 
■and the laws of the State,' that the Kansas Central Railroad be repaired by the lay- 
ing of new rails of standard pattern, and of not less than a weight of 66 pounds to 
the lineal yard. 

"The Commission trusts that this most important matter will meet with prompt 
■and satisfactory action on your part." 

This report and order was mailed to S. H. H. Clark, your vice-president and gen- 
eral manager, on the day of its date, but failed to command recognition, even in an 
acknowledgment of its receipt. 

On June 9th the Commission wrote Mr. Clark, calling his attention to this neg- 
lect, and saying: 

" You are now most respectfully urged to respond, without delay, in a clear and definite statement 
of your purpose." 

This, like the other communication, brought no reply, until a train was plunged 
into the ditch, killing both engineer and fireman, and a general charge made that a 
murder had been committed through the neglect of this Commission or your com- 
pany; whereupon the following telegram was sent to General Manager Clark, on 

June 16th: 

« ToPEKA, Kas., June 16, 1891. 

**S. H. H. Clarkf Esq.^ First Vtce-PreHderU and Oeneral Manager U. P. JSly.j Omaha, Neb.: 

"Referring to repeated demands in letters, to which you have made no reply, that the Kan- 
sas Central Bailrbad should be placed in condition for public trafSc and personal safety, by the 
laying of new rails, as contemplated and promised when it was widened to standard gauge, and the 
killing and maiming lately following your neglect, which an unerring public Judgment believes to be 
murder, we now ask for an immediate and definite answer by wire to the following question : 

''Will you comply with our order, contained in last paragraph but one of our letter of May 13th, 
or not? Kansas State Railway GoiiiiissiON." 

And now, on September 16th, after all this delay, you come with a request for a 
modification of the original order again, and this time in a manner to virtually 
nullify it. You now ask: 

"Firsts That you be permitted to renew the rails from the city of Leavenworth to the city of Hoi" 
ton— 55 miles — by use of 62- and 56-pound steel, and about eight miles of 68-pound iron rails, taken 
from unused branch lines, or by replacement of heavier rails on Nebraska line, this year. 

"Second, That you be given another year, 1892, to replace the present rails between Holton and 
-Garrison, a distance of 62 miles. 

"Third, To annul the order as affecting that portion of the road from Garrison to Miltonvale, its 
western terminus, and allow its operation, indefinitely, on its present iron rails of 35 pounds to the 
yard." 

In reply to this, the Commission submit the foregoing record as conclusive evi- 
dence that a modification? as requested by you, would be misfeasance on our part, 
amounting to a crime. We have charged that the road is not only unfit to redeem 
its business obligations to the public, but that it cannot be operated, even at your 
present speed of 8 to 11 miles an hour, without peril to the lives of employes 
and the traveling public. This estimate of the condition of the road has received 
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the unqualified approval of Vice-President and General Manager Clark, as has been 
hereinbefore quoted. 

How can we stand justified, in the light of these facts, in allowing the road^to go- 
in to winter use in this condition, without assuming responsibility for all that may 
and must surely follow — in business damage to the citizens of the State, and maim- 
ing or killing of citizens as employes and forced patrons? 

For this demand you offer but two sustaining reasons: 1. That the present man- 
agement is not responsible for the condition of the road which seems to be held as 
an inherited calamity; 2. That the financial embarrassment and needs of the com- 
pany render so great an expenditure of money a practical impossibility. 

The first of these will never be accepted by intelligent men as of the least value^ 
The road came into the hands of present owners and managers by a voluntary pur- 
chase and control of stock. The shrewdness and success of these men forbid im- 
peachment, by a claim or admission that they bought control of that of which they 
knew not the value and condition, or that they did not want. 

The second reason is one of which the public know less, but has been greatly 

magnified in its presentation to this commission. In fact, the cost of- this exchange- 

of old for new rails outs but -a small figure in the finances of so great a corporation 

as the Union Pacific, with its present earnings on its Kansas mileage at least. A 

conservative estimate of such cost, in detail, will not exceed the following:

A grand total for the 166 miles of |2S1,986, instead of |600,000 as claimed in state- 
ment made to this Commission. 

The first 55 miles of this, amounting to $76,862.50, is provided for, except as to- 
the item of labor in making the change, by use of rails involving no cash outlay. 
This from Leavenworth to Hoi ton. 

The section of the line from Holton to Garrison, 62 miles, will cost about |86,745,. 
and from Garrison west, 48 miles, $67,080. 

The Commission, in view of all the facts presented, both as to the lateness of the 
season and the admitted financial distress of the Company, consents to a modifica- 
tion of the order to the following extent, viz.: That the Company use material such 
as has been described, if on inspection it is as represented, which is not doubted; 
that the Company complete the change of rail by use of such material, or new, afr 
prescribed by the original order, from the city of Leavenworth to Garrison station,, 
on or before December 81, 1891, leaving the line west of Garrison to be completed 
in like manner during the year following. This last concession being made because 
of the better condition of the track and less carriage on that portion of the line 
west of Garrison. 

This modification of the original order is made upon the express condition that 
it is formally accepted by the Company on or before September 25, 1891 ; at which 
date, the Company failing to accept, the original order must stand, and the whole- 
matter in controversy will be at once remanded to the Governor, in whom is vested 
**the supreme executive power of the State,*' and "who shall see that the laws are 
faithfully executed." By thb Boabd.

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In response to the foregoing letter, Vice-President Clark telegraphed the Com- 
mission as follows: 

"St. Louis, Mo., September 26, 1891. 

"Chcu. S. EttioUf Secretary Board of Railroad CbmtnUHonergf Ibpeka', Kas, : 

'' Ck>miniB8iooers' letter to Assistant General Manager Dickinson receiyed here evening of the 24th, 
and forwarded by wire to our New York officials, who reply this morning, asking Commissioners to be 
more lenient in Kansas Central matter; that the officials in New York and here are doing, and will do, 
all in their power to Improve the Kansas Central Railway. Existing financial distress, u^der which 
the Union Pacific is now laboring, makes it impossible to fully comply with the Commissioners' order. 

" In view of existing circumstances, cannot the Commissioners see their way clear to modify their 
demands? and will it not be only fair and just to all? S. H. H. Clark." 

St. Louis, Mo., September 28, 1891. 
"C%a«. 8, EUioU^ Secretary Board of Railroad Cbmmissionere: 

" Supplementary to my message of the 26th, am instructed by the president of the Union Pacific 
Bailway Company to notify the Railroad Commissioners of the State of Kansas that the Kansas Cen' 
tral, last year, did not earn any interest whateyer on its mortgage indebtedness, and failed to earn its 
operating expenses by many thousands of dollars; that it has no liens or available resources to buy 
rails to relay the track, as requested by the Railroad Commissioners of the State of Kansas; that the 
Union Pacific, as the owner of the stock and bonds of the Kansas Central, is, at the present time, for 
reasons known to the public— set forth in the Report of the Government Directors, recently submit- 
ted to the Secretary of the Interior — not in a condition to furnish the money to purchase said rails» 
but hopes, both for itself and the Kansas Central, from the present favorable outlook, for such results 
as will enable it to furnish means in the near future. Under these circumstances, both companies re- 
spectfully suggest and urge that the Railroad Commissioners will suspend or modify their order for 
the present, so as to enable the railway companies, at as early a date as possible, to comply with the 
order of the Commissioners. We sincerely hope, under the circumstances, no effort will be made at 
this time, by the State authorities, to suspend the operation of the road, as, in case such action is taken , 
the responsibility must rest upon the State, but the company, as at present advised, will not resist, 
however much it may regret such action. S. H. H. Clark." 

THB COMMISSION CANNOT AOOEDB TO THE BBQUEST.

'^Answering your telegrams of the 26th and 28th in the matter of the Kansas 
Central Railroad, we cannot recede from the order as requested by your President, 
and nnsnstained by any valid reasons. The fact that the road has not been earning 
its expenses is clearly the fanlt of management, not of the people. It has not been 
maintained in a condition to meet the demands of business x>r public obligations. 
Kor is the present financial distress of your company a valid excuse for a continued 
operation of the road at the peril of human life and your continued refusal to put 
it in a condition for safe and profitable operation. Since the Kansas Central has 
been in the ownership of the Union Pacific it has been neglected, until much of its 
rightful business has been driven to other lines at the cost and loss of the people, 
whilst you have found means to construct new roads, paralleling your own or com- 
peting lines through territory without visible means to support them when built. 

*'The Commission must now relieve itself of the painful responsibility it has so 
long borne during its earnest and protracted efforts to secure action, which is now 
formally refused by you at the end of all possible delay, and you are advised that 
the whole matter has been placed in the hands of the Governor of the State for his 
consideration and action. RaiijBOAD Commissioners, State of Kansas."

**2V> the Governor: Topeka, Kas., September 30, 1891. 

"Sib — We have the honor to hand you herewith an order made upon the Union 
Pacific Railway Company, as the owner and responsible manager of the Kansas Cen- 
tral Railroad, of this State, and extracts from correspondence had with said company 
in relation thereto up to current date. 
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'*It is with mnoh regret that we are compelled to impose this controversy upon 
yon, as the Chief Execntive of the State, and only do so when onr powers have all 
been exhausted in efforts to protect the State and its citizens from wrong and peril 
visited npon them by the continued and persistent refusal of the said Union Pacific 
Railway Company to perform the duties and meet obligations dne to the people, as 
claimed by this Commission, admitted by itself, and nniversally understood where 
the facts are known. 

"It is not onr purpose, nor is it our duty, to point out and urge upon you the 
legal remedies for the wrongs inflicted. It is only necessary for the Commission 
to assure you that every allegation made by it, as to the physical condition of the 
road,* the inefficient manner and menace to property and life in its operation, are 
ausceptible of easy proof. The Commission is clearly of the opinion, however, that 
the time has come when the question should be determined, whether the rights of, 
the State, and the duties of corporations created by it, are enforceable, or not, and 
in this case the issue seems to be clearly made up by an admission of the wrong and 
refusal of the remedy by this company, in the case herewith presented to you for 
consideration.

Thb State of Kansas, upon the relation of John N. lyes, Attorney General, 

vs. 
The Kansas Central Rld. Co. and The Union Pacific Bly. Co. 

STATEMENT. 

On the 25th of October, 1891, the State of Kansas, upon the relation of the at- 
torney general, filed its written application in this court, supported by certain affi- 
davits, praying for a peremptory writ of mandamus to compel the Kansas Central 
Railroad Company and the Union Pacific Railway Company to repair at once the 
Kansas Central Railroad, from Leavenworth to Miltonvale, by relaying the same 
with 56-pound steel rails, in accordance with an order of the Board of Railroad Com- 
missioners of the State of Kansas. 

On November 4, 1891, an alternative writ of mandamus was allowed and served 
upon the defendant companies, which recited, among other things — 

" That the Board of Railroad Commissioners of the State of Kansas, having been 
advised of the condition of the Kansas Central Railroad, and having made a careful 
examination and inspection of the same, on the ISth of May, 1891, found and de- 
termined that said railroad had been and was in an unsafe and dangerous condition 
for the transportation of persons and property over the same, by reason of the in- 
sufficiency, condition and weight of the iron rails in said tracks; that, by reason of 
its condition, the train service in use on like railroads has been abandoned; and that, 
pursuant to said finding and determination, the said Board made its order that the 
line of said railroad should be, repaired, from the city of Leavenworth to the town of 
Miltonvale, by the laying of new rails of standard pattern, and of not less than a 
weight of 56 pounds to the lineal yard ; that this order was mailed to the vice-presi- 
dent and general manager of the defendant, The Union Pacific Railway Company; 
that afterwards, on June 9, 1891, said Board again wrote said officers concerning 
said order; that afterwards, on June 16, 1891, said officer was again informed of 
said order by telegram; that on the last date aforesaid, the said officer replied, in 
substance, that the whole matter had been submitted to those who owned the road, 
from whom said officer received his instruction; that on June 19, 1891, the said 
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Board informed said officer that immediate action on his part was expected; that 
on the 21st day of June, 1891, said officer replied to the said Board that he had sent 
the correspondence to the New York office, where estimates were then being oonsid- 
•ered, together with his own recommendation in harmony with the demands of the 
■said Board; that on the 16th day of September, 1891, the vice-president and general 
manager of said defendant applied to said Board for a modification of said order; 
that on the 18th day of September, 1891, the said officer of said defendant again 
asked for a modification of said order, and the said Board again, on September 80th, 
informed said officer that it would not recede from said order; that said railroad has 
not been maintained to meet the demands of public obligations; that it has been 
neglected; that the Board farther informed him that it would relieve itself of the 
responsibility to secure action, which was then formally refused by said officer, and 
said officer was advised that the whole matter had been placed in the hands of the 
Governor of the State of Kansas for his action, and that the Governor of the State 
of Kansas, by his written direction to the Attorney General, directed the institution 
of this suit." 

On November 5, 1891, the Union Pacific Railway Company filed its motion to 
quash and set aside the alternative writ, for the reason that it did not state facts 
sufficient to entitle the plaintiff to the relief sought. This motion was heard on 
Friday, November 6th, at the November session of the court for 1891. 

The powers and duties of the Board of Railroad Commissioners of the State, as 
prescribed by the statute, so far as necessary to be referred to in the determination 
of this case, are as follows: 

^1823. **Said Commissioners shall have the general supervision of all railroads 
in the State operated by steam, and all express companies, sleeping-car companies, 
■and all other persons, companies or corporations doing business as common carriers 
in this State; and shall inquire into any neglect or violation of the laws of this State 
by any person, company or corporation engaged in the business of transportation 
of persons or property therein, or by the officers, agents or employes thereof; and 
shall also from time to time carefully examine and inspect the condition of each 
railroad in the State and of its equipment, and the manner of its conduct and man- 
agement with reference to the public safety and convenience. Whenever in the 
judgment of the Railroad Commissioners it shall appear that any railroad corpora- 
tion or other transportation company fails in any respect or particular to comply 
with the terms of its charter or the laws of the State, or whenever in their judgment 
any repairs are necessary upon its road, or any addition to its rolling-stock, or any 
addition to or change of its stations or station-houses, or any change in its rates for 
transporting freight, or any change in the mode of operating its road and conduct- 
ing its business is reasonable and expedient in order to promote the security, con- 
venience and accommodation of the public, said Commissioners shall inform such 
<sorporation of the improvement and changes which they adjudge to be proper, by 
a notice thereof in writing, to be served by leaving a copy thereof certified by the 
Commissioners' Secretary with any station agent, clerk, treasurer, or any director of 
said corporation; and a report of the proceedings shall be included in the annual 
report of the Commissioners to the Governor. Nothing in this section shall be con- 
strued as relieving any railroad company or other transportation corporation from 
their responsibility or liability for damage to person or property." (Laws 1888, 
<sh. 124, J 5, March 8.) 

% 1852. '*That whenever in the judgment of the Board of Railroad Commission- 
ers it is necessary to the convenience or accommodation of the public that two or 
more railroads that cross or run parallel with each other should connect at or near 
the point of crossing or places of business along such railroad for the transfer of

oars from one road to another, the bolard may require the constrnction of neoessary 
switch connection between snoh railroads at the points where deemed neoessary, in 
the following manner: Said Board of Railroad Commissioners shall serve upon the 
railroad companies whose roads it is deemed neoessary to connect a certified copy 
of their finding and decision, in which shall be stated the character of connections 
to be bnilt, whose daty it shall then be to construct such switch connections within 
snoh time as the said board shall prescribe, and the expense of the same shall be 
borne equally by the companies whose roads so connect or run parallel. If one of 
the said companies shall build the whole of such switch, it may recover one-half of 
the cost of the same from the company whose duty it was to construct one-half of 
such switch." ( Laws 1886, ch. 133, § 1, as amended by Laws 1889, oh. 193, § 1, March 16.) 

^ 1355. "It shall be the duty of the Board of Railroad Commissioners, upon com- 
plaint and application by the mayor and council of any city, or the trustee of any 
township in this State, requesting an order of said Board to require any railroad 
company in this State to construct any depots, side-tracks, switches or other facili- 
ties at any point on the line of such railroad, for the convenience and safety of the 
public in the transaction of business with such railroad, and the interchange of busi- 
ness between connecting or parallel railroads at any station, town, or city in this 
State, to investigate such complaint, after giving proper notice to the railroad com- 
panies interested. And said Commissioners, after such examination, shidl make 
such orders as they deem neoessary and proper in relation to the construction and 
maintenance of such depots, connections, switches, or side-track, as in the judg- 
ment of said Board shall be necessary." (jLaws 1889, ch. 192, § 1, March 21.) 

^1356. "If complaint shall be made by any railroad company in this State 
against any other railroad company in this State on account of failure, neglect or 
refusal to comply with the provisions of J 9 of an act entitled ^An act concerning 
railroads and other common carriers,' approved March 6, 1883, the Board of Rail- 
road Commissioners shall, upon notice to said railroad company, investigate such 
complaint, and thereupon make such order as in the opinion of said Board shall be 
just; and reasonable for the public interest, and may fix in such order a reasonable 
switching charge for any service required by such order, which switching charge 
shall be paid by the railroad company receiving the service, and shall not be added 
to the rate paid by any consignor or consignee interested in such shipment." ( Laws 
1889, ch. 192, J 2, March 21.) 

f 1357. "The Board of Railroad Commissioners may enforce its orders for the 
erection and maintenance of depots, the construction of connections, side-tracksr 
and switches, and charges for switching between connecting or parallel lines of rail- 
road, as. hereinbefore provided for, as provided in the next section." ( Laws 1889, 
ch. 192, §3, March 21.) 

Sec. 4 of ch. 192, Session Laws 1889, provides that " for every neglect or re- 
fusal of any railroad company, corporation, receiver or person operating any rail- 
road in this State to comply with any order of the Board of Railroad Commissioners 
of this State, made in pursuance of the provisions of ch. 192, Session Laws 1889, 
such corporation or person so neglecting or refusing shall forfeit to the State the 
sum of $100 for each and every day that any such order is neglected or disobeyed 
after the expiration of 30 days from the day of service of such order." (^1358, Ses- 
sion Laws 1891.) 

OPINION OF THE COUBT — MOTION TO QUASH SUSTAINED. 

The opinion of the court was delivered by Hobton, C. J.: 

"The question for our consideration in this case is, not what power the Legisla- 
ture of the State may delegate or confer upon the Board of Railroad Commission- 
ers, but what power is conferred by the existing statutes. 
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" It is contended upon the part of the State, that the finding of the Railroad 
Commissioners of the 13th day of May, 1891, that the Kansas Central Railroad 4s 
in an unsafe and dangerous condition for the transportation of persons and prop- 
erty, by reason of the insufficient condition and weight of the iron rails in the tracks 
thereof,' is final and conclusive upon the defendants and this coart. Farther, that 
the order of the Commissioners, requiring the Kansas Central Railroad to be relaid 
with new rails of standard pattern, and of not less weight than 56 pounds to the 
lineal yard, is also final and conclusive; that in proceedings in this court to compel 
a compliance with the order of the Commissioners, the statute neither contemplates 
nor allows any issue to be made, or inquiry had, of the condition of the railroad 
examined by the Commissioners, or of the reasonableness of the order made by 
them. 

**The defendants claim that the order of the Commissioners, under the terms of 
the statute, is advisory only. If the finding of the Commissioners and their order 
is final and conclusive, this court has no power to hear or determine any issue of 
fact, except upon the allegation that the defendants have refused to comply with 
the order for repairs. If the finding and order of the Commissioners are final and 
conclusive, this court, upon a railroad company refusing a compliance therewith, 
must at once, upon proper application being made, register the order and enforce 
the same literally. 

*' The power which is claimed by the Commissioners to be conferred upon them, 
so far as this case is concerned, must be found, if found anywhere, in § 5, ch. 124, 
Session Laws of 1883 ; ^ 1328, Gen. Stat, of 1889. 

** The Legislature has not conferred upon the Commissioners, by said statute, the 
power claimed. There is nothing in the statute which states, or can be construed 
to state, that the orders of the Commissioners concerning repairs upon a railroad, 
shall be final or conclusive, or that the courts must carry out their determinations 
or judgments. Upon the other hand, the statute provides only that, whenever in 
the judgment of the Commissioners any repairs upon a railroad are demanded for 
the security, convenience and accommodation of the public, they shall inform the 
railroad corporation of the improvements and changes which they adjudge to be 
necessary, and then report their proceedings to the Governor. Nowhere is it stated 
in the statute that the recommendations of the Commissioners concerning repairs 
must be complied with, nolens volens, by the company ; nor does the statute author- 
ize the Governor to carry into execution the order of the Commissioners. As to the 
necessary repairs of a railroad, the finding and order of the Commissioners, under 
the statute, are advisory only ; nothing more. The order cannot be enforced by the 
Commissioners; it cannot be enforced by the Governor; and it cannot be enforced 
specifically by this or any other court. Under the statute as existing, whenever an 
action is brought in any court to compel a railroad corporation to repair its tracks, 
or operate its road in a particular way, for the security, convenience and accommo- 
dation of the public, the corporation is entitled to an opportunity to traverse its 
alleged violation of duty, and to have a judicial investigation of the charges made 
against it, under the forms provided for in the trial of other civil actions. Not only 
is the finding and order of the Commissioners not an absolute finality, but the stat- 
ute concerning repairs does not make them even prima facie evidence. When the 
courts are to decide such a case as this, the whole truth of the matter alleged or de- 
nied is subject to a judicial investigation. Each party is entitled to its day in court 
before a conclusive finding is made or a final order entered. The Commissioners 
are not clothed with judicial functions. They have neither the powers of masters, 
referees, juries, or judges. Their findings are not like the findings of a master, 
referee, jury, or court. When performing duties under said J 5 of ch. 124, Session 
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Laws of 1883, they may examine and decide what .repairs are proper, and give notice- 
thereof to the railroad corporation, and report their proceedings to the Goyernor. 
The statute confers no other duty or power. 

*'The persons first appointed as Commissioners were Hon. James Humphrey^ 
Hon. L. L. Turner, and Hon. Henry Hopkins. 

"In the first report of the Commissioners, their powers under said section 5 were 
very clearly and fully defined by them. They said: 'The Commissioners, under this 
section, have no power to enforce an order. They can simply advise the company 
in fault of the changes desired or deemed necessary. To have invested the Com- 
mission with the power to enforce its own orders, it would have been necessarv to 
have changed the character of the Board and the scope of its functions and powers. 
It would have been necessary to have given to the Commission all the powers of a 
court of chancery, to be exercised within the scope of its assigned duties, with such 
ministerial officers attached to the Board as are usual and necessary to such tribu- 
nals to execute its injunctions and mandates. It would have rendered it necessary 
to have instituted a formal investigation, upon proper complaint and notice to the 
company complained of, and the rendition of a formal judgment and decree upon 
the evidence which should be submitted to the Board. Manifestly in such case it 
would have been improper for the Board to have acted upon knowledge and informa- 
tion gathered from personal observation or the ex parte statements of individuals, a9 
much so as it would be for regularly-organized courts to act judicially upon evidence 
which has never been disclosed to the opposite party to the suit. The supervisory 
powers of the Commission would in such case extend only to such matters as should 
be formally brought before it by complaint, and no such complaint would be made 
until some one had become the suffering victim of some neglect, failure or other vio- 
lation of duty on the part of a railroad company. Thus the chief benefits which, 
were intended to be secured by giving the Commissioners general supervisory pow- 
ers would be sacrificed by imposing upon them those limitations in the exercise of 
functions which are necessary to impress upon judicial decrees the weight and char- 
acter of impartiality.' ( First Annual Report of Railroad Commissioners, 188S, p. 4.) 

"In 1888 the Commissioners were Hon. Albert R. Greene, Hon. Almerin Gillett,. 
and Hon. James Humphrey. They evidently did not understand that their orders 
were final or conclusive, and that the courts, under the existing statute, without a 
full investigation and hearing thereof, are required to enforce their orders. They 
said: 'The orders, decisions and recommendations of the Board, upon the various 
matters which have come before it the past year, have in nearly all instances been 
complied with and carried out by the railroad companies affected by such decision 
or order. In one instance, however, the company affected by a decision of this 
Board has demurred, and so far, we have been advised, has refused to comply with 
its requirements. . . . It is respectfully recommended that provision be made 
by statute for the enforcement, by appropriate remedy, in courts having jurisdic- 
tion, of the decisions and orders of the Board.' (Sixth Annual Report of Railroad 
Commissioners, for 1888, pages 45, 46.) 

"In compliance with the foregoing request, the Legislature passed an act, on the 
2d of March, 1889, attempting to compel the enforcement of the orders of Railroad 
Commissioners for the erection and maintenance of depots, the construction of 
connections, side-tracks, switches, etc. But the act of March 2, 1889, does not at- 
tempt to confer any additional power upon the Commissioners or the courts in en- 
forcing their orders concerning the repairs or the actual operation of railroads. 

"In 1890 the Commissioners were Hon. James Humphrey, Hon. George T. An- 
thony, and Hon. Albert R. Greene. In their report they also asked for additional 
power. They said: 'It should be provided by law that the order of the Railroad

OommisBioners shall be the goyerniDg law of the railroad oompaniee, to be obeyed 
and respected by them, nntil vacated by a competent judicial tribunal on appeal/ 
( Eighth Annual Report of the Railroad Commissioners, for 1890, page 10.) 

*^No additional power was conferred at the session of the Legislature for 1891. 
Therefore, as before stated, the only act that it is necessary to construe in this case 
is §5, ch. 124, Session Laws of 1883 ; \ 1328, Oen. Stat, of 1889. 

" When the Legislature of 1889 gave additional powers to the Commissioners 
concerning railroad stations, connections, side-tracks, switches, etc., but refused to 
change the statute for the enforcement of the recommendations of the Commis- 
sioners concerning the necessary repairs, etc., of railroad tracks, it is clearly evident 
that the members thereof did not think the order of the Commissioners in such 
matters should be an absolute finality, or should be enforced without the ordinary 
judicial investigations in the courts. 

^^The counsel representing the State in the case, upon the hearing thereof, made 
a very able argument to establish that, within the police power, the State has ample 
authority to compel the repairs of any railroad, so that it may be operated safely 
for the public. This argument, although strong and ingenious, cannot be applied 
here, because the Legislature has not, by statute, conferred, or attempted to confer, 
the power claimed, even if it had authority so to do. It will be noticed, however, by 
the language of said §5, that the power of the Commissioners is as effective in mat- 
ters relating to the convenience and accommodation of the public as to those hav- 
ing reference to security or safety. 

**In Minnesota, in 1887, the Legislature granted, by statute, to the Railroad 
Commissioners of that State, the power to fix the rates of charges for the transpor- 
tation of property by railroad companies, and provided their orders should be final 
and conclusive. This statute was held by the Supreme Court of the United States 
in conflict with the constitution of the United States, and therefore void. (Railroad 
Co, V, Minnesota^ 134 U. S. 418.) 

**It is an historical fact, well known by those who attended the session of the 
Legislature of 1883, and by those acquainted with the proceedings of that body, that 
there was a bitter contention among its members as to what power should be con- 
ferred upon or delegated to the Commissioners to be appointed under the act or 
bill then pending for adoption. A part of the members, under the lead of Hon. 
Eugene F. Ware and others, were favorable to the delegation to the Commissioners 
and the courts full authority for the enforcement of their orders. Others, and a 
majority, opposed the delegation of such power, and the result was that advisory 
action only on the part of the Commissioners was provided for. 

"The national interstate commerce act, of February 4, 1887, differs widely from 
the act of 1883 of our Legislature, in expressly providing for writs of mandamus to 
be issued out of the United States circuit courts to compel railroad companies to 
comply with the orders of the National Commission, and also for punishing in such 
courts railroad companies for violating or neglecting to obey any lawful order or 
requirement of the National Commission. ( Vol. 1, Interstate Commerce Commission 
Reports, 665-671.) 

" We understand that, generally, the recommendations of the State Commission- 
ers have been complied with by all of the railroad companies affected thereby, and, 
if the road and track of the Kansas Central are in the dangerous condition reported 
by the Commissioners, it is most unfortunate to the public that the corporation 
having the operation of the road has not long since carried out the requests of the 
Commissioners, so as to put the road and track in a safe and secure condition for 
the transportation of freight and the carrying of passengers; but when we are called 
upon to perform a judicial duty, we cannot go beyond the limits of our power, aa 
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defined by the constitution and statutes of the State, however strong the neoessity 
may be apparent for the immediate exeroise of arbitrary control. 

'* Without deciding other questions raised npon the argnment, the motion to 
quash must be sustained, because the Legislature has not provided, or attempted to 
provide, that the recommendations of the Railroad Commissioners concerning the 
repairs of railroads, their tracks, etc., are an absolute finality. The plaintifiFs will 
have leave to amend the alternative writ, if they so desire, by setting forth all allega- 
tions necessary of the dangerous condition of the track or road-bed of the Kansas 
Central Railroad Company ; its refusal to operate its road safely or securely, and its 
neglect of duty, if any, in any other matters; and also to ask for such orders in the 
premises as may be deemed proper. Issues may be joined thereon, as in other 
"mandamus cases, and an investigation will be judicially had of the truth of the mat- 
ters in controversy. What power this court may lawfully exercise in compelling 
necessary repairs upon a railroad or in requiring the safe operation of such a road, 
we leave for future consideration." 

All the Justices concurring.

DECISION. 

This is a case brought upon complaint of the mayor and council of the city of 
Leavenworth, on account of alleged insufficient train service on the L. T. & S. W. 
branch of respondent's road, and was filed in this office April 27, 1891. 

The petition sets forth, substantially, that in consequence of the withdrawal of 
the passenger train and limiting of the passenger facilities to such accommodations 
as are offered by one mixed train daily, and the operation of said train as at pres- 
ent, the patrons of the road are subjected to a very great hardship, and are com- 
pelled to practically forego the use of said line of road, and give their trade and 
patronage to other roads, and to towns not naturally their market places. 

The company replied to this, that the road was operated at a great loss, annu- 
ally, and that the abandonment of the passenger train was a necessary business pre- 
caution against further and additional loss, and that to restore it would be, in their 
opinion, unjust, unnecessary, and without any beneficial results to the public. 

On the 7th instant, the Board held a hearing in the city of Leavenworth, at 
which representatives of the road and a large number of citizens were present, as 
parties in interest, to furnish testimony on their respective sides of the case. 

After a full hearing and an interchange of views, we are of the opinion: 

First, That the present business of the road would not justify us in requiring 
the respondent company to restore passenger train service upon this line. 

Second. That the present mixed train, being a freight train with comfortable 
passenger, baggage, mail and express cars attached, is adequate for all immediate 
purposes of traffic, but that tlie evil and hardship complained of in its running time 
and schedule is a matter- which ought to be corrected. The natural outlet and trad- 
ing point for the patrons of this road is Leavenworth. Its building was encouraged 
and aided for the express purpose of enabling the people along its line to reach that 
point conveniently and without unnecessary delay. At present this is impossible, 
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and passengers are compelled to remain in Leavenworth over night for the transac- 
tion of any business whatever within business hours. We therefore conolnde that 
the public would be far better served, and the company put to little if any additional 
expense, by reversing the schedule of this train so as to cause its arrival in Leaven- 
worth in the morning and its departure in sthe evening from that city ; giving pas- 
sengers four or five hours during the middle of the day in which to transact their 
business, and an opportunity to return to their homes within seasonable hours. 

This change in the running of the train the company is directed to make, and 
also to provide a shelter for passengers at Meriden Junction, to protect them from 
the inclemency of the weather while waiting for connections with the Santa F^ road. 
And this on or before the 1st day of June proximo. By the Boabd.

Deab Sib — Pursuant to a public duty imposed upon us by section 5 of the 
Tailroad commissioner law of 1883, this Board on the 12th inst. made a tour of in- 
spection of the Howard branch of your road, and beg leave to submit the following 
conclusions in regard to the same: 

First The road-bed is well ditched and drained, and the bridges and culverts are 
of a substantial character and evidently in good repair. The ties are also service- 
able. 

Second, We found the track in a very rough, unsatisfactory and dangerous con- 
dition. The joints are down, the rails are badly kinked, and the alignment is a 
constant menace to the safe operation of trains, even at the minimum of speed. 

In our judgment, the public good requires the immediate improvement of the 
track of this road. The expense involved need not be great. As has been stated, 
the road bed is in good condition, and all that is necessary is to employ, for a brief 
time, suificient men to put up a track as it should be, and the force might then be 
reduced again until fall. 

We trust you will give this matter your early attention, and advise us that the 
necessary orders have been given to carry out the suggestions embodied in this 
letter. Bt the Boabd.

DECISION. 

The complainants in this case allege a neglect of corporate obligations on the- 
part of the respondent company, in that passenger service was withdrawn on the^ 
line of road known as the Union Pacific, Lincoln & Golorodo Railroad in December,. 
1890, since which date the service has been limited to a mixed train, for the carry- 
ing of passengers, mail, and freight, and this to the serious inconvenience and loss- 
of the people living upon its line and depending npon it for mail and business con- 
nections east. 

The respondent company admits the facts, as alleged, but denies neglect of pub- 
lic obligation, averring that the train withdrawn was not demanded by any sufficient- 
business to sustain it — that for a long period before withdrawal of separate passen- 
ger service between Salina and Oakley, via Colby, the train was operated at a serious 
loss, its earnings being only 17 cents a train mile; and this, with loss of crops and 
consequent depression of business and loss of population along the westerly portion 
of the line, made it a serious hardship to operate the road at all. 

The Commission delayed action in this case until the condition and promise of 
growing crops could be made a factor of reasonable calculation as to the future of 
traffic along the line. It was not deemed necessary nor just to order increased serv- 
ice when the carrying of coal, grain and publicly-contributed aid to the stricken 
portion of the west formed so large a portion of the business on the respondent 
company's line. 

On May 26th, inst., a careful examination was made, both as to the physical con- 
dition of the road and its prospective business, with reference to the demand of 
complainants for separate passenger service. As the result of this examination, and 
hearing of the complainants and others domiciled along the line of the road, the 
Commission finds and decides, that it is reasonable and just that the respondent 
company be required to supply separate passenger-train service daily, each way, be- 
tween the junction of this road with its main line, at Salina, and Plainville station^ 
in Rooks county ; such train to go eastward in the morning from Plainville, and 
westward in the evening from Salina, starting and arriving at the junction point 
with reference to the most prompt and practicable connection with passenger trains- 
on the main line. 

It is, therefore, ordered that the passenger train be put in service, as herebefor& 
provided for, on or before Sunday, June 14, 1891. By the Boabd.

decision. 

This is a case brought by the citizens of Ezbon, Jewell county, asking an order 
of this Board to compel the respondent company to stop its fast trains, Nos. 13 and 
14, at that station. The petition was filed in this office February 24, 1891, and im- 
mediately referred to the company. 
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The petitioners represent that, in consequence of the failure of these trains to 
stop at their station, the business of the town is greatly retarded, and the traveling 
public is deprived of facilities which are justly their due. 

The company responds that the town is supplied with double-daily train service 
at the present time, and that the order asked for would work a great inconvenience 
and damage, in that it would delay their fast train between Chicago and Colorado 
points, and make it more difficult to successfully compete on through travel. 

The facts appear to be that passengers can go west from Ezbon, at the present 
time, at 6:15 a. m. on the regular local passenger train, or at 4:17 p.m. on the regular 
local freight train, which runs daily, except Sunday; and east on the regular local 
passenger train at 9: 58 f. m., or by local freight at 9: 10 a. m. These passenger trains 
carry baggage, mail and express and stop at all stations, and are in all respects first- 
class trains. The freight trains do not have passenger coaches attached, nor are 
they calculated for passenger service, although they afford reasonable facilities for 
short distances, and similar trains are upon nearly all roads made use of for this 
purpose. All these trains pass Ezbon during seasonable hours. 

In the operation of a through line of road which forms a part of a great thor- 
oughfare across the country, and which is brought into sharp competition with 
other lines of a similar character, it is manifestly necessary to have at least one 
through train each way daily limited in its service to the principal towns. Such 
trains are chiefly for the benefit of through travelers, to whom time is an impor- 
tant consideration, and the less stops they are required to make, the more valuable 
they become to their patrons and the company. We cannot consent that the gen- 
eral traveling public shall be deprived of these facilities, as they would be if such 
trains were required to stop at all small local stations. In this case, the actual run- 
ning time of the trains referred to, dedacting stops, is not less than 35 miles per 
hour, and this rate of speed would be increased by any additional stops they might 
be required to make. 

We do not recognize any public necessity for affirmative action on the petition, 
and it must therefore be denied. By the Boabd.

This is a complaint of the mayor and council of the city of Dighton, Lane 
county, against the respondent company, for failure to supply passenger-train serv- 
ice on the Great Bend branch of its road. The petition sets forth that large sub- 
sidies were voted to aid in the construction of this road, under the promise and 
belief that it was to be built to Colorado Springs and equipped and operated as a 
first-class road; and that while the bonds have been delivered, the communities along 
the line of the road have received no corresponding benefits, and the road has failed 
in substantial particulars to redeem its promises to them. 

In response to this, the company cites the exceedingly meager earnings of the 
road, and sets up the plea that an order to increase its train service would be a great 
hardship and injustice, and these without corresponding benefits to the public. 
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The present service is one mixed train each way daily (Sundays excepted), leav- 
ing Great Bend in the morning and returning in the evening, and making connec- 
tions with main-line trains for points east and west. 

The passenger earnings between Great Bend and Ness City, a distance of 65 
miles, were, daring the month of November last, west-bound, 23 cents per train mile ; 
east bound, 19 cents. For December, west bound, 14 cents; east bound, 21 cents. 
Between Ness City and the end of the road, a distance of 91 miles, the earnings were, 
for November, west bound, 11 cents; east bound, 9 cents. For December, west bound, 
6 cents; east bound, 4 cents per train mile. 

As a conservative estimate of the cost of running a passenger train is 50 cents 
per train mile, and as the best earnings for the two months here given were consid- 
erably less than half the actual cost, it would seem that the patrons of this road are 
not alone in enduring the hardships connected with its operation. We must there- 
fore decline to require any additional service at this time. With the return of good 
crops, the company will doubtless voluntarily increase the service. If they do not, 
the complainants may renew their application without prejudice.

This is a case brought by Snyder Horton and 87 others, to compel the respond- 
ent company to erect and maintain a suitable depot building at the station of Fre- 
mont, otherwise known as Ealula, on said line. 

A hearing was held by the Board, on the ground, on the 26th of May, 1891, where 
both complainants and respondent were represented, and it was shown by com- 
plainants, under oath, and not disputed by respondent, that the said citizens had 
voted bonds and offered other inducements to said railroad company to build and 
maintain said depot. Independent of the contract obligation of the respondent 
company to the citizens, the Board found on investigation that the station. of Ea- 
lula is situated 12 miles from a telegraph station on the east, and 20 miles on the 
west, and is a village of from 100 to 160 inhabitants, with a post office, express of- 
fice, a grain and live-stock buyer, and a number of other business interests. It was 
stated under oath that during the year 1890 there were shipped from that station 30 
to 40 car-loads of live-stock, while there were 12 car-loads of coal received. These 
shipments would no doubt be increased if there were suitable provisions made for 
the ordering and forwarding promptly of cars. 

The Board finds and decides, that the Union Pacific Railway Company be re- 
quired to erect and maintain and put in operation a depot building that will meet 
with the requirements of the station of Ealula, on or before July 1, 1891.

DEOISION. 

Messrs, Davis db Co,^ Fort Scott, Kas,: 

Gbntuemen — Yonr complaint against the Missouri, Kansas 1; Texas Railway 
Company, with accompanying documents, together with the respondent company's 
answer and its sustaining documentary evidence, have had careful examination by 
the Commission, and it is not deemed necessary to pursue the question by oral hear- 
ing, or for further evidence, inasmuch as the documentary evidence presented is 
both complete and exhaustive of all facts and equities involved in the case. 

You demand restitution from the respondent company of certain demurrage 
charges, upon a statement of facts substantially as follows: 

First On a date named, you shipped two car-loads of oats from Hiattville, Kas., 
to Bonham, Tex., with elevator and sacking privileges en route, at Parsons, Kas. 

Second, The oats were not shipped on an order or contract of sale by you, but 
for a market which you anticipated for them at Bonham on their arrival. 

Third, After the sacking and reloading by the elevator company, at Parsons, you 
say: **We found that we could not mabe the sale at Bonham." 

Fourth, Subsequently, you *'sold them to go to Mississippi, but the railroad com- 
pany refused to bill them to that point,'* and you finally found sale for them in the 
Indian Territory, and ordered them forward by the respondent company's line. 

Fifth. During this period of delay and negotiation on your part, viz., 21 days,- 
the oats remained in the cars and upon the track of the respondent company, at 
Parsons, subject to your order. 

Sixth. The respondent company charged and collected demurrage, at the rate of 
$1 per car, on each of the two cars, for the time you had the use of them, in excess 
of the three days' grace given by a uniform rule and practice of the company, viz., 
$18 on one car and $19 on the other, which aggregate amount of $37 you demand a 
return of. 

The respondent company admits this statement of facts as set up by you, with 
explanation and evidence that the cars were so occupied by you at a cost and loss 
to it of far more than the demurrage charged, and in the face of urgent appeals by 
wire and by mail for them ; that they did not refuse to accept the grain for ship- 
ment to Mississippi, but declined to allow it to go out in their own cars into terri- 
tory from which they could not secure their prompt return for needed use in Kansas, 
and therefore insisted upon a transfer to foreign cars, at your expense, before such 
shipment, which you failed or refused to concede to. All of this is sustained by the 
correspondence and written statements of Messrs. Hoke Bros., who were your agents 
at Parsons, who say that, by your telegraph order of December 4th, the cars were 
held for your further order, and that 14 days elapsed before anything further was 
heard from you. 

The argument upon which you rest your claim is two-fold. You claim discrimi- 
nation against citizens of Kansas, in a practice of the respondent company of re- 
ceiving like freight for shipment via Kansas City, on rebilling from that point, with 
six days' demurrage exemption, by which the grain is carried a greater distance, 
with added privileges and at no greater cost. The Commission is unable to recog- 
nize the alleged discrimination in this, inasmuch as you could have availed your- 
self of the shipping privileges via Kansas City, in common with everyone, under an 
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open through or interstate rate, had yon desired it. To snstain a charge of dis- 
crimination, it mnst be shown that the same privileges accorded to others were denied 
to yon, no intimation of which is involved in yonr complaint. 

Again, yon claim that the final hanl of yonr grain to the Indian Territory was a 
more profitable one to the respondent company than would have been the one orig- 
inally ordered by yon, and, for this reason, the company should restore to yon the 
demurrage charge. It is not necessary for us to consider the statement you make 
in this connection, as it involves interstate questions over which we have no control; 
but if true, as you state the case, it is impossible to recognize any just claim upon 
the respondent company on this account. Had you made the sale first intended, at 
the price then prevailing, your gains would have reached the maximum of your ex- 
pectations, and the company, as you aver, would have realized a minimum gain. In 
this case, would you have considered a proposition of the company to be made good 
from your profits? 

Viewed from any direction, we are unable to see any claim, in either equity or 
law, in your demand. By thb Boabd.

DISTRIBUTION AND APPORTIONMENT OF CARS AMONG SHIPPERS.

To General Managers: ' 

In view of the present flatteriiig prospect for abundant crops of farm produce 
in Kansas, and as a means to avoid the possibility of a shortage in transportation 
facilities, the Commission desires to respectfully impress upon you the importance 
of a thorough and uniform system for the apportionment and distribution of cars 
among the several stations and shippers along the line of your road. As a means 
to this end, we beg leave to submit the following suggestions, and ask, if they meet 
with your approval, that instructions be issued to your agents accordingly, viz.: 

First. Agents should be instructed to require of shippers an estimate of the 
number and kind of cars they will be likely to use per month during the shipping 
season, said estimate to be signed by the shipper or his authorized agent; but this 
is not to be regarded as a requisition for cars for any specific day or date. 

Second, Requisitions for cars to be entered in a book of record in the order in 
which they are received. 

Third, Gars to be applied in the order in which requisitions are filed. 

Fourth, When requisitions exceed the number of cars available at the time ship- 
ments are to be made, cars on hand to be apportioned impartially between the sev- 
eral patrons of the station, except that agents are forbidden to give any shipper 
more than double the number of cars he has loaded on any previous day. 

Fifth. When a requisition is filed, shipper must be notified that any cars fur- 
nished and not loaded at the expiration of the time for loading will be applied on 
the requisiton next in order, and his original order considered canceled and another 
made necessary. 

Sixth, Cars should be classified as to kind and destination. 

Seventh. A demurrage charge should be rigidly collected when cars are held an 
unreasonable time for loading. 

A record for the use of agents, embodying requisitions, kind of cars, date when 
furnished, loaded, and billed, is suggested, in the following form, viz.:

GsNTiiEMBN — I have received yoar circular letter relative to the distribntion of 
•oars for grain. 

I fear that the rules which yoa suggest might perhaps be inequitable, for the 
reason that they do not seem to recognize in any way shippers having elevator or 
storage facilities as having any rights greater than shippers who may order cars for 
a temporary grain business of a few days or a few months. Of course there are ad- 
vantages for the people as well as for the railroads in having local elevators take 
•care of grain as offered in times when cars are scarce. It has been the custom, I 
think, of most of the railroads in Kansas to consider the comparative business of 
all of the shippers interested at all seasons of the year in the distribution of cars, 
when all orders cannot be filled. I fear, unless this is done, that it will so discourage 
the owners of elevator property that decided harm may be done in the long run to 
all interested, including the farming community. I should like very much in this 
matter to carry out your suggestions, and to act in accord with all of the other rail- 
roads. Will you be kind enough to advise me whether you think it desirable to 
modify your rules in some way to cover the difficulty suggested above.

Dbab Bib — Your letter of the 22d ult., in relation to circular of the Commission 
relating to the distribution of cars to shippers, has had careful consideration, and I 
am directed to make answer thereto as follows: 

The Commission is not unmindful of the question of relative rights, raised by 
you, as between shipments of grain by men who own elevators, and whose sole busi- 
ness it is to ship grain, as dealers and commission operators, and producers or 
transient dealers who desire to load directly upon cars from wagons. 

This question of the relative rights of *' shippers having elevators or storage fa- 
•cilities," and "shippers who may order cars for temporary grain business of a few 
days or a few months,'' is no new one to the Commission. It has risen to torment 
the Commission as often and as much as it has the railroad managers of Kansas. 

Complaints are constantly coming to the Commission that such discriminations 
are made, by all our companies, in favor of the elevator owners, and redress de- 
manded. To these charges the companies have always responded in an emphatic 
denial. 

It may as well be stated, that no manager or subordinate officer has ever before 
admitted to the Commission the practice, much less undertook to defend it. To 
your frankness in admitting and defending such practice is due an equally candid re- 
sponse from the Commission. 

The rules suggested, then, are held to be strictly equitable, because they do not 
recognize, in any way, shippers having elevators or storage facilities as having any 
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rights greater than shippers who may order oars for temporary grain business,'^ 
whereas yon hold that they are inequitable for this very reason. 

The Oommission reads the* statute and construes the law governing carrying 
companies in this State as forbidding favoritism or discrimination of any nature. 
You make a car-load the maximum unit of quantity, and affix to it the minimum 
charge. It matters not whether one of these units is presented by the producer^ 
or twenty of them by the middle-men; whether the one offers a car-load of any given 
commodity three times during a year, or the other offers it 300 times during a year, 
the rights of each are the same, and must be respected alike, both as to faciUtie& 
and charges. 

In urging the necessity for this discrimination, you say: "I fear, unless this i» 
done, that it will discourage the owners of elevator property; that decided harm 
may de done in the long run to all interested, including the farming community.'' 

Admitting your fears to be well grounded in reason, the Oommission still be- 
lieves the evils following a strict adherence to the law, in an absolutely undiscrimi- 
nating service of the public by carrying companies, would be greatly less than from 
the practice you advocate, which leads to discontent and popular distrust. 

With or without reason, the fact will remain that elevators thus cherished and 
sustained are believed to be monopolies, in a mastery of avenues to the market from 
the farmer. It will be suggested, and believed, too, that railroad owners and rail- 
road managers are in interest with the elevator owners, sharing profits magnified 
by favoritism in rates as well as in facilities. 

I am instructed to say, in answer to your question, "Will you be kind enough ta 
advise me whether you think it desirable to modify your rules in some way to cover 
the difficulty suggested above?" that it is not only not "desirable,'' but impossible,, 
for the Commission to modify a rule which is based upon justice and demanded by 
law, and to express a hope that, so far as railway corporations of Kansas are con- 
cerned, no just cause for complaint or criticism in this regard will be found to ex- 
ist in the future.

STATEMENT. 

The Gom plain ants, residents of the township of Tisdale, in the county of Cowley, 
State of Kansas, aver that public necessity jnstifies and demands the construction 
and maintenance by the respondent company of a depot building upon the line of 
its track at Tisdale, with full station facilities, for the accommodation of citizens 
domiciled at and in proximity to said place, which the respondent fails and refuses 
to construct and provide for them. 

The respondent company makes answer to the petition of the complainant in a 
statement that an agent is now and for a long period has been furnished at Tisdale, 
with power to sell passenger tickets, ship and receive freight, but that no express or 
telegraph office has been maintained. It is alleged that the agent thus employed 
owns a business building about 250 feet from the railroad, ** which affords ample ac- 
commodation for all patrons, and that this arrangement affords sufficient facilities 
and meets every reasonable demand of the public," in view of the small revenue at 
present received from their western lines. 

decision. 

A hearing and investigation of this casa was had at Tisdale, on June 8, 1891, both 
parties being represented. 

Tisdale was found to be located about 8 miles east of the city of Winfield, and 
about 5 miles west of Eaton station, on the line of the respondent company's road. 
It is the center of a surrounding country well settled, and of good agricultural de- 
velopment and natural worth. 

It was set up by the complainants, and not denied by the respondent, that tickets 
to the number of 1,840 had been sold at that point during the period of about 17 
months, ending with August 20, 1890, or at t^e rate of 108 per month. The earn- 
ings of the station for the calendar year of 1890, as given by the respondent com- 
pany, was $2,180.83. For the months of April and May, 1891, the earnings were, 
respectively, $176.91 and $238.56, or $205.20 per month. 

The building owned by the agent, and claimed by respondent company as fur- 
nishing adequate accommodations for the public, was found to be a store filled with 
a stock of general merchandise, without waiting-room, or any accommodations be- 
yond a shelter from the storm, for the patrons of the road. 

In view of all the conditions, statements and facts put in evidence, the Commis- 
sion is of the opinion that the demand of the complainants is fully sustained, as 
both reasonable and just, and therefore find and decide, that the said Missouri Pacific 
Railway Company must cause to be constructed and opened to the public for use a 
station-house of the standard dimensions in use by said company at stations of like 
importance on its various lines in Kansas, with telegraph, express office, and com- 
petent agent, on or before the 1st day of September, 1891.

DECISION. 

This is a case brought by C. F. Parmely, and 46 other citizens of Sharpe and 
vicinity, asking that an agent be furnished at that station, in order to meet the de- 
mands of the shippers and patrons of the road. The petition was filed in this office 
March 4, 1891. 

The company responded that the business was too meager at that point to justify 
the expense of an agent; and further, that the shipments being almost wholly of 
live stock and hay, classes which are loaded by the shipper, require no agent to care 
for them. 

Notice was served on the parties of a hearing to be had on the ground, June 10th, 
but before the time arrived the respondent company notified this office, under date 
of June 5th, that they had decided to place an agent at Sharpe and HalVs Summit, 
jointly, requiring him to pass from one to the other on the trains daily and attend 
to the business of both. 

The Commission deemed it advisable, however, to keep the appointment, and 
had reached Ottawa, en route, when we were assured that the agency had been estab- 
lished, as indicated by the letter of June 5th, and that the arrangement was satis- 
factory to the complainants. Thereupon the following telegram was sent to the 
principal petitioner, viz.: 

**To C. F. Parmefy, Sharpe, K(vt. : 

"We are advised by Superintendent Barnes that an agent has been put in at Sharpe station, to at- 
tend to business there and at Hall's station, and that you and associate petitioners accept it as satisfac- 
tory. For this reason, and on account of pressing engagements elsewhere, we turn back instead of 
coming to meet you to-day." 

No response %o this having been received, it is fair to assume that the prayer of 
the petitioners has been substantially qomplied with, and the case may therefore be 
considered closed. By the Boabd.

STATEMENT. 

The complainant in this case resides at Wilmot, Cowley county, Kas., and is en- 
gaged in the business of shipping live stock. He sets up as a cause of complaint 
that at Floral, Wilmot, and Atlanta, points of stock shipments on the line of defend- 
ant's road, he is subjected to inconvenience and cost for want of water supply for 
his stock, and demands that the respondent company be required to sink wells and 
provide the means for raising water at the stock yards at the places named, respect- 
ively. 

The respondent company makes answer that it is not customary nor necessary 
to furnish water at small local stock pens, as cattle are not held there except for the 
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brief time required for loading them; and for fnrther answer says, that the bnsiness 
at these stations does not justify such expense. 

DBOISION. 

On Jane 4th, inst., the Commission visited the stations named in this complaint, 
in company with representatives of complainant and respondent; in order to a 
clear understanding of the case, and a decision in accord with its merits, citizens in- 
terested as cattle shippers were invited, appeared, and were heard and responded to 
by the respondent company. 

In view of all that was shown and said during this visit and hearing, the Com- 
mission is of opinion that no sufficient reason exists at this time to justify the de- 
mand of complainant, and so find and decide. By the Boabd.

The complainant in this case demands the construction and maintenance of a 
depot, side-tracks and full station facilities by the respondent company, at a point 
known as Falls station, on the line of the respondent company's road, in Falls town- 
ship, Sumner county. This demand is based upon a claim of public necessity, and 
an alleged contract obligation, by which the company is held to the municipal town- 
ship, for a valuable and adequate consideration, given and received, as set forth in 
said contract of agreement. 

To the allegation of the complainant, the respondent makes answer by a general 
denial. It denies any '' agreement in regard to maintaining a station at that point," 
and claims as a reason for not establishing one there, that the earnings were not 
sufficient to sustain it. 

DECISION. 

A hearing of this case was had at Falls station, on June dd, inst., the complainant 
and respondent being present. The complainant rested his case for the township 
upon the record evidence of a contract obligation, leaving to the Commission the 
question of public necessity, but insisting that the violation and disrespect of agree- 
ment and contract on the part of the respondent company had been coupled with 
a studied purpose to divert and destroy the business naturally tributary to that 
point, and that this fact should command due consideration by the Commission. 

The respondent company did not attempt, by oral or written evidence, to resist 
the record or impair the claim of the township. It was stated, however, that the 
station three miles east, called Drury, met all the requirements of that entire section 
of country between Caldwell on the west and South Haven, a junction point with 
the Southern Kansas road, on the east. 

On the question of contract, the certified transcripts from the official proceed- 
ings of the board of county commissioners of Sumner county, made a part of this 
case, leave no room for doubt as to their true import. 

On December 8, 1885, a petition signed by the required number of citizens and 
freeholders of Falls township was presented and considered by the commissioners 
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of the county, this .petition asking for a submission at a special election for that 
purpose of a proposition to vote a subscription of $18,000 to the capital stock of 
the Geuda Springs, Caldwell A, Western Railroad Company, and to issue to said com- 
pany the bonds of Falls township to the amount of $18,000 in payment for snob, 
stock, and upon the terms and conditions set forth in the petition and proposition 
of the railway company; whereupon an order was made and proclamation issued 
fixing the 12th day of January, 1886, for an election upon this bond-aid proposition. 
The prime condition of the above-named proposition to be thus voted upon, the 
full text of which was spread upon the records of the county, is contained in the 
following words: 

'*Tbe said railroad when so built shall run through said Falls township, entering said township on 
the east side thereof, and exten*ling through said township in a westerly direction, as near as practical^ 
with a suitable switch and passenger depot, to be located within one-half mile of the northwest corner 
of the southwest quarter of section number thirty-four (34), in township number thirty-four (34) south,, 
of range number 2 west, in said Sumner county. . . . And in case the said railroad company shall 
fail to comply herewith, it shall forfeit its right to the bonds herein provided for, and the subscription 
of stock made in pursuance of the election herein prayed for shall be and become void." 

On Friday, January 15, 1886, the county commissioners met as a board of can- 
vassers, as required by law, and canvassed the vote of Falls township on the said 
proposition, and declared it adopted by a vote of 172 for to 45 against. In this 
proceeding the proposition is again spread upon the record in full. 

Again, on May 28, 1886, the board of county commissioners were convened in 
special session for that specific purpose, and, in response to a petition of the said 
railroad company, ordered the clerk of the county to subscribe for the $18,000 of 
capital stock, again spreading upon the record the proposition, together with a 
transcript of their proceeding in canvassing and declaring the vote thereon. 

And finally, on September 1, 1886, the same board of county commissioners met, 
and after reciting for a third time the terms of the proposition, they say of record 
that the general solicitor of the railroad company was present to demand a delivery 
of the township bonds, claiming, on the part of the company, that the railroad had 
been constructed, depot built, and the terms of the agreement and proposition fully 
complied with in every respect; whereupon the commissioners say : 

"And the said board of county commissioners having also personally carefully examined the said 
railroad company's line of railroad, and being fully advised in the premises, the said board of oounty 
commissioners find: That the representations made by the railroad company are true; that said rail- 
road company has constructed said line of railroad, . . . and that said railroad company has con- 
structed a suitable freight and passenger depot within one-half mile of the northwest corner of the 
southwest quarter of section thirty-four (34), in township number thirty-four (84) south, of range num- 
ber 2 west, in said Sumner county and Falls township ; and that said railroad company has constructed 
a first-class road, and has in all respects complied with the contract with said township of Falls, as 
specified in the proposition submitted to the qualified electors of said township at the special election 
held in said township on the 12th day of January, 1886, and carried at said election. 

"It is therefore ordered by the board of county commissioners, that the chairman of said board of 
county commissioners and the clerk of said Sumner county execute, as the law directs, the bonds of 
thS said Falls township, of the denomination of $l,0(X) each; said bonds to run 30 years, ... to 
bear interest at the rate of 6 per cent, per annum, payable semi-annually, . . . and shall deliver 
said bonds, when so executed, to the president of said railroad company, or to his order." 

No attempt was made in the hearing of this case to impeach or impair the force 
of this record, nor to deny the delivery by the township and receipt by the com- 
pany of the $18,000 in bonds; nor has it been denied that the respondent company 
is the legal successor of the contracting company, and that as such successor it is 
now in possession of all its property, rights, and franchises, and responsible for all 
public and private obligations, contracts and agreements made and entered into by 
its predecessor, except as it is denied in the curt and altogether irrelevant state- 
ment of Vice-President and General Manager Morrill, who says in his answer to the 
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complaint: "This company made no agreemrait in regard to maintaining a station- 
house at that point." 

In the opinion of the Commission and in the eyes of the law, as well might Gen- 
eral Manager Morrill say to the bond holders of the original company, "this com- 
pany made no agreement to pay interest or principal on these bonds;" as well 
might he deny all obligations to the public, or allegiance to the law of the State 
governing common carriers. True, the respondent company did not build the road 
nnder its own charter, and hence "made no agreement" in regard to anything; and 
if, as the legal successor and present owner of the property, it can repudiate so sol- 
emn a contract as the one in question, certainly no obligation to State or individ- 
uals entered into by the original company is binding upon the respondent as its 
successor. 

The Commission is satisfied that this contract to build a depot and put in station 
facilities was meant and understood, by all parties to it, to mean a commodious, 
comfortable station-house for passengers and freight, with adequate track facilities 
in sidings to meet the wants of the surrounding country at that time, and in its set- 
tlement and development during the life of the company's charter. And it is equally 
clear, that without such an understanding the township would never have bur- 
dened iliself with an annual interest charge of more than $1,000 and the payment 
of $600 a year for a period of 30 years to meet the interest and principal of 
these bonds. It is equally clear to the Commission that the of iginal railway com- 
pany did not intend to act in good faith, but that so soon as it had become pos- 
sessed of the $18,000 in bonds it intended and did proceed to sell to the highest 
bidder the benefits of a station which had been sold to Falls township and already 
paid for by it. We find that the station-house or depot was never built nor station 
facilities put in at Falls, as was claimed to have been done by the company and cer- 
tified to by the county commissioners. True, a building had been begun at the time 
the bonds were delivered, but it was never completed by the original company or its 
legal successor, the respondent company. It stands there, with its framework only 
partially covered, as a mute witness of a deceptioii and fraud upon an over-confiding 
people. 

In view, then, of the contract obligation above recited, and a public necessity, 
the Commission find and decide, that it is just and reasonable for the respondent 
company to erect a suitable depot, in plan and dimensions equal to those provided 
at like places upon its line in Kansas, with sidings, stock yards, telegraph and ex- 
press offices, with a competent agent and operator, at the point designated in the 
agreement and known as Falls station, and maintain the same continuously. And 
it is further hereby directed and ordered, that this be done and the station opened 
to the public on or before August 15, 1891. Bt thb Boabd.

OOMPIiAINT BBFEBBED. 

S. H, H, Clarki Esq., Vice-President Missouri Pacific Rly. Co., St. Louis, Mo.: 

Deab Sib — I am instructed by the Commission to hand yon the inclosed papers 
in the complaint brought to this Board by Mr. T. O. Oibbons, of Hartford, Eas., as- 
shown in copy of his letter herewith t^ransmitted as a part of the record. 

The Oommission looks upon this as a case, although involving interstate com- 
merce, yet with a contract condition affecting a citizen of Eansas and to be com' 
pleted within the borders of the State, which is certainly an incident and not a part 
of the through transportation contract, as to justify recognition and this reference 
to you. 

It is, however, more with reference to the equity than the legal question involved 
that the Board refers this case to you, with an urgent request that you give it full 
investigation. It is one of those cases out of which grow a large amount of disaf- 
fection, dissatisfaction and consequent trouble between the people and carrying^ 
companies. If you will observe the text of the letter of Mr. Oibbons supporting 
his claim, and the answer of your freight claim agent thereto, the Board think yon 
will agree with them that the latter utterly fails to answer in a fair or reasonable 
manner the former. Mr. Gibbons sends to your claim agent the bills of lading of 
these three oars, upon the face of which is written, over the signature of your own. 
agent, the following: ^^Stop at Paola, Eas., at Brown's elevator, to shell,** and then 
gives the rate through from point of shipment to final destination to Union Eleva- 
tor, East St. Louis, Mo. This official declaration of your agent seems to be utterly 
ignored by your claim agent, who says that such stopping privileges at Paola are 
not allowed, and adds: '* With reference to your statement that our agent had infor- 
mation that we had shelling arrangements at Paola, I would say that we have in- 
vestigated this point, and have been unable to confirm your assertion in thai 
respect.'' Referring to this extract from Olaim Agent Tustin's response, the Com- 
mission instruct me to say, that the claim of Mr. Gibbons that he was advised 
that you had shelling arrangements at Paola does not rest upon his assertion, but 
upon the statement of your agent, upon the face of the bill of lading, that such 
shelling arrangements did exist and were at his service under the condition of the 
shipment. Surely, if this is not the import and exact meaning of the words thus 
made a part of the bill of lading contract, then the agent who signed it should be 
rebuked by immediate discharge, and the party who has been duped by him made 
good in the sum of his loss from such stupidity or unauthorized assumption on the- 
part of the agent. 

The Commission hopes, in the interest of your company as well as that of the 
shipper, you will see that technicalities of this kind are not respected.

BESPONDENT AOKNOWIiEDOES JUSTICE OF CASE, AND MAKES BEFUMD.

Deab Sib — Referring to your letter of July 7, 1891, inclosing papers in complaint 
made by T. O. Gibbons, of Hartford, Kas., relative to overcharge of $66.92, based on 
the claimed privilege of stopping grain in transit at the through rate from poin^ 
of shipment to East St. Louis, beg to advise: It appears from the investigation of 
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this case, (at least, the olaim is made by oar agents,) that bills of lading were not 
signed by them with the through rate inserted; in fact, the rates on the doonments 
in question are uncertain, both of them showing alterations on the original papers. 

The issues of our traffic department do not accord the desired privilege on busi- 
ness originating at these stations, and the indorsement of our agents, according the 
routing privilege at Paola, was unauthorized. 

Inasmuch, however, as this privilege was accorded to other points in Kansas, have 
ruled that the olaim of Mr. Gibbons for overcharge should be paid, and have in- 
structed our freight claim agent accordingly. Yours truly,

DECISION. 

The complainant in this case, for cause of action, alleges that the respondent 
company charges, for shipments of corn from points on the Manhattan, Alma & Bur^ 
lingame Railroad to points on its lines in other parts of the State, a rate made up 
of the sum of the locals, which exceeds the rate of a continuous haul for the same 
distance. For example, the case of a shipment from Harvey ville to Eureka is cited, 
a distance of 91 miles, upon which a rate of 12 cents per 100 pounds is charged,, 
whereas the rate for that distance, according to the distance tariff, is 8^ cents per 
100. This, the complainant averi*, is wrong, and a hardship and injustice that should 
be corrected. 

The complaint would be a good one if the respondent company owned, or wholly 
controlled, the M. A. 1; B. line; but it does not. That line is owned jointlir by the 
respondent company and the Union Pacific, and is operated at the present time by 
the former. Its books and records are kept separately, and an accoanting is mad& 
of earnings and expenditures apart and distinct from the Santa F6 Company. It is 
no part of the respondent company's line, in fact, in such sense that it can be re- 
quired, under existing laws, to make a through rate as the complainant denires. 

The routing of the shipments of corn having been over two lines of road, there- 
fore, the respondent company did not .exceed the rate allowable by charging the 
sum of the locals, unless it was more than the Missouri river rate. We find, upon 
examination of the expense bills submitted with the complaint, that two shipments, 
viz.: Burlingame way-bill 10, February 3d, and 21, February 10th, exceed the rate 
authorized by the tariffs on the M. A. A B. $4.86, and we recommend that this excess 
be refunded to the shipper. By the Boabd.

\ STATEMENT. 

The complaint in the case alleges and charges mismanagement and neglect on 
the part of the respondent company, in that it operates a freight train on that por- 
tion of its system known as the Junction City & Fort Kearney road with bnt one 
brakeman, when two are required for the safety of passengers and employes. 

The respondent company, by J. O. Brinkerhoff, its general superintendent, who 
has immediate charge of the operation of the road in question, enters a denial of 
the charge of inadequacy of force on the designated train ; that its cars are equipped 
with air brakes, leaving little for brakemen to do, aside from handling freight; that 
being so made up and operated with air brakes, they "can be handled just as safely 
with the present force as they coald be with more," and that whenever the conditions 
make it necessary, '*We have always run two brakemen on the train referred to." 

decision. 

The Commission finds the question of jurisdiction first to be considered is para- 
mount in this case, as made up by the parties thereto. 

This complainant comes to the Oommission as an authorized representative of 
an association of railroad employes, signing with the official title of ** Secretary of 
Grievance Committee, Junction City Lodge No. 342." 

The conclusion admits of no denial that this is a contention between employes 
and employer; between an organized association of railroad brakemen and the au- 
thorized manager of a railroad company, in the service of which they are. 

An issue thus made up between employes and officers is clearly one of judgment 
or opinion as to the management and operation of the road. It follows that any 
tribunal charged with the duty of a judicial determination of the question must 
assume the responsibility of determining which party shall have the power of con- 
trol in the important particular of personal service; how many or how few men shall 
be employed to perform a given work. 

In this, as in all other relations of men, it must be kept in mind that power and 
responsibility can never be separated; the one must follow the other in a logical 
and necessary connection. 

In determining the measure of personal service, the number of men required to 
perform a known task, there may be a wide divergence of judgment among men of 
equal knowledge and experience. It is a technical question, relating to method and 
management, and in this case it must be left for final determination to an authority 
responsible alike to the State and the corporation for which it acts. 

In its contention the complainant may be right and the respondent wrong as to 
to the number of men required to handle Itbe train in question. It may be true that 
the complainant association is better qualified to manage the railroad in the interest 
of the State and its owners than the respondent, but the Commission seeks in vain 
for authority in law to substitute the former for the latter. Indeed, we cannot see 
how any power could do this without relieving the railway company from legal re- 
sponsibility to the State for results. 

It is the opinion of the Commission that this complaint cannot be considered 
and decided by it, for want of jurisdiction. Bt the Boabd.

STATEMENT. 

The complainants in this case set up as a cause of action the following allega- 
tions: That the Denver, Memphis & Atlantic Railway Company, to which the re- 
spondent is the legal successor as lessee or owner, pending a proposition for a 
contribution of $120,000 in county bonds, pledged to the people domiciled at and 
tributary to Alameda a station upon the line of its road when constraoted, for the 
use and convenience of the complainants, and that the obligation to so construct 
and maintain a station has never been denied, but, on the contrary, the company 
bought material and delivered it for use in the construction of such station buildings 
at the point designated and agreed upon between the said railway company and 
complainants; that without excuse, or explanation, the building material thas de- 
livered under a contract obligation was subsequently reloaded and carried to some 
other point upon the line, for a like use; that in addition to and still more binding 
upon the respondent company there is a public necessity now and long existing for 
full station facilities at that point, for the want of which the people constantly suffer 
great inconvenience, damage, and loss. 

The respondent company does not deny, in its rejoinder, the alleged promises 
and agreements on the part of its predecessor, but claims that no necessity exists 
for the station facilities demanded; that shipments have and can be made by load- 
ing upon an existing siding and billing from Kingman station, seven miles northi 
without unreasonable delay or inconvenience. In support of this, a tabulated state- 
ment, signed by one E. H. Gabe, agent, (at Kingman, we suppose,) is filed, which 
shows a shipment of but 19 cars at that point during the year 1890, viz.: 13 cars of 
wheat, 1 of corn, 4 of hogs, and 1 of emigrant outfit; and for the period from Jan- 
uary 1, 1891, to date, of but 17 cars, viz.: 12 cars of wheat, 1 of oats, and 4 of coal, in 
1891. 

DECISION. 

By appointment, a hearing was had at Alameda, on July 15, 1891, both com- 
plainants and respondent being represented. As to the first allegation, and in its 
support, an official copy of the Kingman county bond proposition was filed, in which 
occurs the following: 

"The conditioDs upon which this subscription is made being as follows, viz.: The aforesaid Den- 
ver, Memphis & Atlantic Railway Company shall coostruct a good, substantial railroad, of standard 
gauge and fully equipped to handle all the business offered, with a freight and passenger depot in the 
city of Kingman, and at such other points along the line of said railway in said county as will accom- 
modate the shipping interests adjacent thereto." 

The general terms of the proposition above quoted were then connected with the 
claims of Alameda set up in this complaint, by the sworn evidence of several wit- 
nesses, who stated that the president of the railway company, and others believed to 
be representing it, offered and urged these witnesses, and at public meetings all citi- 
zens, to vote for the proposition, in return for which, if the proposition carried, a 
depot building and station facilities should be put in and maintained at Alameda. 
Some of these witnesses swore that they voted for this proposition on account of 
these promises, and would not have done so but for this single consideration. No 
attempt was made by cross-questioning or rebutting testimony to destroy or im- 
pair the force of this testimony. 

— 3 • 
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It was also established that the company did recognize its obligation to the ex- 
tent of placing the material on the ground for buildings. The only witness oalledi 
by the respondent was to disprove this, and he testified that the material was so de- 
livered, and subsequently removed for use in a like construction by the company at 
luka. 

Sworn testimony as to public necessity for shipping facilities thoroughly dis- 
credited the statistics of Agent E. H. Gabe as to the amount of business originating^ 
at Alameda, and developed, beyond doubt, that it was more than double the amount 
he claims. In the matter of coal, for instance, Mr. Gabe claims that none wa» 
shipped to that point in 1890, whereas those who had received it testified to some 
five or more car-loads. 

It is plain that the business originating at Alameda has gone to the credit of the- 
billing station, Kingman, or that a studied attempt was made to mislead the Com- 
mission in an erroneous statement. 

Statistics of the past, however, were not required, nor could they avail to defeat 
the evidence of sight and judgment as to the amount of business naturally tributary 
to that point, and responsive to it when necessary facilities are furnished. It is 
seven miles from Kingman, and in the midst of a well-settled and exceptionally-pro- 
ductive agricultural country. In every direction was visible, in harvested and grow- 
ing crops, business sustaining the demands of the complainants as fully as any equal 
territory in the State could do it. 

In view of these facts, it is the opinion of the Commission that the interests of 
the respondent company and the rights of its complaining patrons demand alike 
the immediate construction of a depot building, and the maintenance of a full sta- 
tion, with agent, telegraph operator, and express office; and it is adjudged and or- 
dered, as reasonable and just, that the respondent company construct and furnish a> 
depot building, and all the appurtenances thereto belonging, according to the stand- 
ard provided in size and form adopted for like stations on its line, and that it be- 
completed and opened for public use on or before September 1, 1891.

STATEMENT. 

The complainants aver, that a transfer track is a public necessity, connecting 
the tracks of the respondent companies, at the town of Stafford, in said county, 
about seven miles east of the complainant city. 

The respondent companies deny the necessity, and show, in support of such de- 
nial, that but a single car has offered for transfer since the roads were built, and 
that by reason of an error in its routing. 

DECISION. 

At a hearing had upon the ground, on July 15, 1891, of which due notice was 
given to the parties to this action, the complaining municipality did not appear by 
its officers or attorneys. The Commission failed to find any reason in the record of 
the case to sustain the demand, nor was there any apparent need or desire for sucIl 
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oonneotion expressed by oitijsens of Stafford, who ought to be interested equal with 
the citizens of St. John, at least. 

In view of the facts as presented by complainants and respondents, to which 
nothing was attempted to be added at the hearing of the case, the Commission finds 
and decides, that the demand for snch connection is unreasonable, and, therefore, 
declined, and the case dismissed. By the Boabd.

notwithstanding that is his natural shipping point, he is debarred and prevented 
from the use of said road by the refusal of the company to provide a side-track for 
the loading of cars; wherefore he applies to this Board for an order requiring the 
said company to construct and maintain a side-track at the said Le Boy Junction, 
for the use set forth above. 

On the 17th inst., the Board visited the site of the proposed side-track, and 
met the parties in interest at a hearing held on the ground. At said hearing it was 
shown that a connecting track between respondent's line and that of the Missouri 
Pacific, distant but a few rods from the place suggested by complainant for a side- 
track, and now used only as a passing and transfer track, could be advantageously 
used by the complainant for the purpose desirefl; and this arrangement being mu- 
tually satisfactory, it is so ordered. By the Boabd.

This case is brought by the mayor and council of the city of Enterprise, for the 

purpose of secaring an order of this Board requiring the respondent companies to 
construct and maintain a connecting track between their lines of road at the point 
of intersection near that city, and for cause of action they allege and set up that 
the shipping facilities of their various mills, elevators and factories are seriously 
impaired and abridged for the want of means for transferring cars and an inter- 
change of business between the roads, whereby the territory tributary to both might 
properly have access to Enterprise. 

The complaint was filed in this office April 25, 1891, and at once referred to the 
respondent companies. 

Under date of April 29, the Union Pacific Company responded that the business 
to be transferred was insufficient to justify the expense. 

On the 7th of May, the A. T. <k S. F. Company made answer that the business to 
be transferred was inconsiderable, and could easily be accommodated on the transfer 
track at Abilene, five miles beyond the point of the proposed connection. 

On the 16th of July, the Board visited Enterprise and examined the conditions 
in regard to shipping facilities existing at that point. Both the respondent com- 
panies were duly represented at the investigation of the case. 

Briefly, the facts are as follows: Enterprise is a manufacturing village, situated 
on the Smoky Hill river, in Dickinson county. Its principal mills and industries 
are on the south side of the river, where the village is located. On the north bank 
of the river is one corn-meal mill. To the former the A. T. <k S. F. Railroad 
tracks have direct access, and to the latter the Union Pacific, by a spur-track some 
two miles in length, reaching from the main line at Detroit. The Union Pacific 
cannot reach the mills, elevators, etc., on the south side of the river, except by trans- 
ferring its cars at Abilene, and having them hauled a distance of five miles over 
the A. T. <k S. F. track, and in like manner the A. T. & S. F. cannot reach the corn- 
meal mill on the north side of the river, except by transferring its cars at Abilene 
and having them hauled to Detroit, and thence down the spuF-track aforesaid, a dis- 
tance of about seven miles. This condition practically restricts the shipments at 
Enterprise to the roads which have exclusive access to certain mills, and effectually 
prevents the interchange of business prayed for. Abilene, the point of transfer at 
present, being beyond the yard limits of Enterprise, would not be properly subject 
to the ordinary switching fee, but the service might and doubtless would be charged 
on the basis of the distance tariff, which would consume the profits and be prohibi- 
tory of the interchange. A patient examination of the business at Enterprise con- 
vinces us that a public necessity exists for a connecting track at the point and for 
the purpose stated. The expense will be inconsiderable. The land is level, the 
tracks being but a few inches above the surface at the point of intersection, and the 
complainants agreeing to donate the additional right-of-way necessary. 

As the distance from the point of intersection by the Union Pacific to the corn- 
meal mill, to which it has exclusive access at present, is nearly, if not quite, one-third 
of a mile, and the distance from said point of intersection by the A. T. So S. F. to the 
mills on the south side, to which it has exclusive access, is somewhat greater, and as 
the last-named road is the only one that operates daily trains to the point of the 
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proposed oonnection, it will be manifestly necessary for some equitable arrange- 
ment to be made, whereby the oars of both roads can be handled by the latter com- 
pany. As to the details of this arrangement, we have no disposition to interfere^ 
except to state that free access of both roads mnst be given to all the mills and fac- 
tories, and cars placed when ordered and shipped when loaded, without unnecessary 
delay. 

As a oonolnsion of the matter, the respondent companies are directed to con- 
stract and maintain, at eqnal joint expense, a connecting track at the point of in- 
tersection of their lines, near Enterprise, and have the same completed on or before 
the 1st day of September, 1891. By the Boabd.

DECISION UPON BEHEABINQ. 

This case came originally apon complaint of the mayor and council of the city 
of Enterprise, for failure and refusal of the respondent companies to construct a 
connecting track between their lines of road at that place. After examining the 
site of the proposed connection, and hearing all the evidence in the case, the Board 
issued an order, under date of July 81, 1891, in conformity to the prayer of the pe- 
titioners, and directed the companies to have the track completed on or before the 
1st day of September, 1891. 

On the 3d day of August, the Atchison, Topeka & Santa F^ Railroad Company 
filed a motion for a rehearing of the case, and an application to have the order set 
aside. This was granted, and September 5 named as the date for hearing arguments 
in support of said application. 

Pursuant to this appointment, counsel for both parties appeared and presented 
their arguments orally. 

Counsel for the railroad company resisted the enforcement of the order of this 
Board, on the grounds — 

First, That the location of the proposed connecting track is not at a point where 
the lines of the respondent companies cross, intersect, or run parallel, under the 
meaning of § 1, ch. 133, of the Laws of 1886, as amended by ch. 133 of the 'Laws of 
1889, but, on the contrary, is at a point where the line operated by the Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa F^ Railroad Company intersects a switch, or spur-track, of the 
Union Pacific Railway Company, at a point outside of the yard limits of either com- 
pany, and between regularly- established stations of the said two companies. 

Second, That the proposed connecting track does not make a connection be- 
tween companies* lines which intersect or run parallel at any station, town or city in 
this State, as provided for by §1 of ch. 192 of the Laws of 1889, but, on the contrary, 
said proposed connection is at a point wholly outside of the limits of any city or 
town in the State, and at a point between stations where the lines of railroad of 
said respondent companies do not run parallel or intersect, except so far as the line 
of railroad operated by the Atchison, Topeka & Santa F6 Railroad Company inter- 
sects a switch, or spur-track, of the Union Pacific Railway Company. 

Third, That this Board has not jurisdiction or authority of law to require the 
said respondent companies to construct and maintain a connecting track at the 
point designated in the order of this Board in the above cause. 

The contention of counsel in support of the position indicated above was, that 
the track of the Union Pacific, at the point of the proposed connection, was not a 
*' railroad," within the meaning and intent of the statute, but a spur, extending 
some two miles from the main track into the country; that a railroad track did not 
constitute a railroad, and that, in the absence of regular trains, the said spur could 
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not be said to be operated as a railroad within the meaning of the law; and that the 
mere fact of the respondent's line crossing said spar-track did not oonstitate a 
" crossing of railroads/* as expressed in the statate. Also, that no authority was 
conferred npon the Board to reqaire this connection under the law of 1889, which 
provides that sach connections may be ordered where the tracks of two companies 
"cross, intersect or ran parallel at any station, town or city in this State," for the 
reason that the point of the crossing and proposed connection was not '' at any 
station, town, or city," bat oatside the yard and corporate limits a long distance, 
to wit, 2,900 feet. 

Held^ That the term '* railroad,*' as here employed, includes the main line, side- 
tracks, spars, and branches, used and operated as a part of the line or system, in 
facilitating its business, increasing its traffic or insuring the safety and convenience 
of the public; and that a connection with a side-track, spur, or branch, by which the 
transfer of cars from one road to the other may be accomplished, is, in fact, as 
clearly a connection within the meaning of the law of 1886 as though the connection 
was made between the main lines direct. For convenience of operation, and to 
avoid additional cutting of main line of road, the Board has repeatedly caused 
connections to be made between side-tracks already existing, and our authority to 
do so has never been questioned. 

The argument that jurisdiction does not lie, for the reason that the point of the 
proposed connection is not **at any station, town, or city,*' is hardly entitled to 
weight, for the reason that a designated point may be at a station, town, or city, 
and not be within the yard or corporate limits thereof. This has been recognized 
by this respondent company as the reasonable construction of the statute, and in 
the case of the connection ordered to be made between the Atchison, Topeka 3d 
Santa F^ and the Missouri Pacific tracks at Ottawa, the place of connection was des- 
ignated at the point of intersection, two miles from the city, and this upon applica- 
tion of the same company which now appears in this case praying for a reversal 
of the position then assumed. 

Another precedent, bearing directly upon this case, is found in the application 
of this company for permission to cross at the very point now in controversy, which 
application and petition alleged and set forth that the track sought to be crossed 
was the Union Pacific Railway. And this Board so held, and upon a hearing of the 
case granted the prayer of the petition. 

The motion to set aside is denied, and the original order for a connecting track 
is reaffirmed, except that the date for its completion is extended to October 1, 1891.

Deab Sib — Yours of the 8d inst., inclosing copy of complaint of the Pittsburg 
Ooal Mining Company and others, in regard to rates on coal going from mines in 
the Pittsburg vicinity to points on the Atchison road, is noted. 

I have to say, that the cancellation of previous tariff was caused by the action of 
the Atchison Company, and this company only charges $3 per car for the service of 
hauling from the mines to the junction with the Atchison Company at Pittsburg. 
This is necessary for coal shipped from Pittsburg mines, in order to give this com- 
pany any pay for service rendered; and such coal shipped from Pittsburg to points 
on the Atchison road is billed from Pittsburg under Atchison tariff 9-E, which gov- 
erns to such points, and these rates are not governed by "Frisco'' tariff 321-B at all, 
as stated by the complainants. 

The Pittsburg tariff issued by this company governs to points on this company's 
own road, but not to points on the Atchison Company's road. 

We have been endeavoring, for the past two weeks, to arrange this in a manner 
that will be satisfactory to the shippers, and hope to do so before long. In any case, 
this company is bound to charge as much as $3 per car for the service rendered by 
it. You will observe that this is, whether the shipper or the Atchison Company will 
absorb this switching charge. 

You will readily see that the "Frisco" is fully entitled to the charge made for the 
service rendered, and we expect to arrange with the Atchison Company so that they 
vein absorb this charge without having it added to their tariff rate.

DECISION. 

This is an application for an order directed to the respondent companies, re- 
quiring them to bnild and operate a connecting track between their respective lines 
in the city of Miltonvale, for the purpose of enabling the patrons of the road to 
have freight in car-load lots transferred from one road to the other without break- 
ing bulk. 

The petition was filed in this office July 20, 1891, and at once referred to the- 
companies. 

On the 7th of September the Board visited Miltonvale, and examined the situa- 
tion on the ground. The principal complainants and several citizens appeared be- 
fore us and expressed their views in the matter, stating their reasons for asking for 
the connection to be made, and the advantages which would accrue therefrom. 

It appears, from an examination, that the elevator and shipping facilities are 
about equally divided between the roads, shippers having substantially the same ad- 
vantages in one case as the other, and each and all access to both. 

The claim that a transfer track is needed to route cars from neighboring sta- 
tions via Miltonvale to points beyond, and vice versa, is not supported by compe- 
tent evidence,* and is not entitled to weight in determining the case. 

We are of the opinion, therefore, that the complaint is without sufficient merit 
to be entitled to affirmative action, and it must, as a consequence, be denied.

This is a petition of the citizens of Williamstown for a depot at that point, and 
was filed in this office May 13, 1891. 

After considerable delay in correspondence pertaining to the preliminaries, th& 
Board held a hearing on the ground, September 9, 1891, at which both parties in in- 
terest were represented and gave testimony. 

Williamstown is situated on line of respondent's road, in the valley of the Kansas,, 
in the south part of Jefferson county, and is distant from Lawrence 12 miles and 
from Perry ville 3 miles, approximately. It is the natural shipping point for a con- 
siderable portion of the Kansas valley, and nearly all of that of Stone House creek, 
near the month of which it stands. The products consist of grain, live stock, hay^ 
fruit, and cord-wood, the two first items yielding a handsome tonnage to the road 
annually. There are ample side-tracks and reasonable facilities for the loading of 
stock, but, notwithstanding the road has been in operation 26 years, there has 
never been a depot at this point. One of the merchants adjacent to the track has 
acted as agent, and the public has been served as well as might be under the circum- 
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stances, but at best this has been nnsatisfaotory. There has been no warehouse for 
the storing of freight, and goods have always been sabject to damage and loss by 
exposure. Travelers have been without any waiting-room, and in the case of night 
trains and stormy weather this has been a great hardship. The shipment of fraii 
and vegetables has been much retarded, also, in consequence of insufficient express 
facilities. Notwithstanding these drawbacks, the business of the station for the 
year 1890 is stated at $4,000, approximately. For the present year, much of the 
time, there has been no agent, but since July 7th, when the agent was reinstated, to 
September 9th, inclusive, the gross receipts of the office were $748 02. Oonsidering 
that the shipments were confined almost exclusively to wheat, which had just begun 
to move, this showing is gratifying. 

One of the chief reasons why no better improvements have ever been made by 
the company at this point has been the obstacle in the way of acquiring depot 
grounds, the company's holdings being limited to the right-of-way. Happily, this 
condition is about to be remedied, and the citizens stand ready to grant all the con- 
cessions necessary. 

Believing that a public necessity exists for better station facilities at Williams- 
town, the respondent company, the Union Pacific Railway, is ordered to construct 
a suitable depot at that point, and supply it with full station, telegraph and express 
facilities, and have the same in operation within 60 days after proper notification 
that the necessary lands for depot and side-track purposes have been conveyed to 
the company. By thx Boabd.

This is a case brought on complaint of B. F. Baldwin, and a large number of 
citizens of Natoma and vicinity, against the respondent company, for failure and 
refusal to construct and operate a depot at the said station of Natoma, on the Lin- 
coln <k Colorado branch of said respondent company's road. 

The petition was filed in this office June 30, 1891, and alleges and sets forth that 
Natoma is situated in the fertile valley of Paradise creek; that the surrounding 
country is well improved; that this point is the natural outlet and shipping point 
for much of the territory of the four counties cornering ther&; that it is eight miles 
east or west to the nearest railroad station, and 20 miles to the north and south; 
that Natoma has two stores, an elevator, several grain and stock buyers, a coal 
dealer, a fine school- house, etc., etc. 

The petition was referred to the respondent company, which, on July 2d, replied 
that Natoma already had a good side-track and stock yards, and that there was not 
and never had been any necessity for a depot at that point. 

On the 8th of September the Board visited Natoma, and met a number of the citi- 
zens of the county, among them several wealthy farmers, owning 1,000 or more acres 
of land each, and many hundreds of cattle. Much of the country immediately sur- 
rounding the station is very rough and hilly, almost mountainous, in fact, and 
adapted only to stock raising. There are several valleys, however, affording a lim- 
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ited area of exceptionally fertile land, and the table lands, back from the hilU, are 
well adapted to agrionltar», and have the past season yielded abaodant crops. 

There is probably a population of 1,000 tributary to this point. One of the mer- 
chants placed a written statement in evidence that he was doing a business of $1,200 
per month in general merchandising; also, that he and his son had raised 5,000 
boshels of wheat this season, which would be for shipment at Natoma. Another firm 
estimated that they would ship from four to six cars of wheat per week for the next 
three months. Others furnished us estimates of business for the year, so greatly 
exaggerated, in our opinion, that we forbear presenting them here. 

The records of the station, as furnished by the agents at Ivamar and Godell, the 
billing points for this place, and certified to us by the auditor of the road, show 
the business for the six months — January to June, 1891, inclusive — to have been 
$164.44. If there were not exceptional conditions for this result, it would indeed be 
difiicult to find a justification for an order requiring the company to plant a depot 
at this point. But it must be borne in mind that these figures cover a period of ex- 
ceptionally meager business on all the railroads in that part of the State. All the 
surplus live stock had been previously disposed of, and the season before having 
been one of wide-spread and disastrous drouth, there was not a bushel of surplus grain 
in the country. Shipments were confined, therefore, during the period given above, 
to the necessary provisions to sustain the people until harvest. Proof of the fore- 
going is found in the fact that all of the outborne freight for the six months amounted 
to but one car-load, and earned a revenue of $60.06. But times have changed. The 
country is teeming with the largest and most valuable crop ever known in its his- 
tory, and a very considerable surplus will be afforded for shipment. We believe it 
to be a conservative estimate, that the surplus to be shipped out of the country trib- 
utary to this branch of the company's road will be double the surplus produced in 
that territory since the road was built. Not only this, but upon every hand new 
land is being put under cultivation, and this fall will see the acreage very largely in- 
creased. The ground is in fine condition, and much larger areas than ever before 
are being sown to wheat and rye. 

In view of all the facts, therefore, we belie?e that a public necessity exists for a 
depot and full station facilities, including telegraph and express offices, at Natoma, 
and the respondent company, the Union Pacific, is directed to provide the same, at 
a date not later than the 1st day of November, proximo. Bv thx Boabd.

DBOISION. 

This is a complaint brought by W. E. Sprott, of Eureka, Eas., praying the Com- 
mission to compel the Missouri Pacific Railway Company to put in a ditch on the 
north side of and parallel to its track, where the respondent's road passes through 
complainant's farm, situated four miles west of Toronto, Greenwood county, Ean- 
sas, and described as follows: The east half of the northeast quarter of section 7, 
township 26, range 13. 

The petition was referred to the respondent company July 15, 1891, who replied 
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as foUowB, inclosing report of Division Engineer Wm. H. Bash, with a profile show- 
ing drainage across their right-of-way at the above-described point: **I took eleva- 
tion on each side of onr road-bed north and south for a distance of 100 feet, and 
find that the ground on the north side of the track is higher, and on the south side 
is lower, than the natural surface of ground over which the railway is built. The 
natural course of the water is through where the culvert has been stopped up; it 
must always have run there, as the profile shows a cut on each side of the culvert. 
By right, the culvert should be opened up to let the water through into its natural 
oourse. and prevent its making a pond on the north side of our bank. The overflow 
on Mr. Sprott's land is not caused by the railroad bank, but by his renter plowing the 
ground on the south side of our road-bed in farrows east and west, or parallel with 
our track, thereby choking up the natural water-way. 

"To put in a ditch on north side of track would be expensive, as we would encoun- 
ter solid rock, besides there being hardly room enough to put down a three-foot 
ditch in the cut, unless a slope of one-half to one is used. To put in this ditch 
would cost $185." 

Mr. B. Harding, division superintendent, also says in an attached **that the 
company is entitled to a 32-foot opening, instead of a 2-foot drain-box which they 
now have in use at that point." 

A hearing was held September 11, 1891, on the ground, by the Board, where the 
plaintiff appeared in person, the defendant railway company being represented by 
their division engineer, Wm. H. Bush. It was found on investigation that the de- 
fendant's road passes through plaintiff's farm east and west, and, at the point in 
question, the land slopes from the north, northeast and northwest to the south, 
the water coming from thence crossing the railway through the drain -box men- 
tioned above, which was found to be inadequate to carry off the large volume of 
water accumulating from the adjacent hills. It was also found that the drain-box 
was stopped up, causing the water to dam up on the north side of the track, and to 
gradually seep through to the south side, spreading over the plow land of the plain- 
tiff, keeping the ground almost continually wet, and thereby damaging the growing 
orops. It was also found that the point where complainant asked for the ditch was 
as stated in respondent's description of the ground, and was impracticable, for the 
reason that it was through a hill composed of rock, and in the opposite direction 
from the natural course of the water. 

The Board, in consideration of all the facts as stated, finds and decides that the 
respondent, the Missouri Pacific Railway Company, should put in an opening of 
not less than 24* feet in length in the clear, where the drain-box is now located, with 
sufficient ditches reaching to the edge of their right-of-way to carry off the water in 
its natural course, and that they have it completed on or before the Ist day of No- 
Tember, 1891. By the Boabd.

Dbab Sib — By authority of law, and in pnrsnance of onr duty ander the provi- 
sions of section 5 of an act of the Legislature approved March 6, 1883, yon were no- 
tified by letter of 10th inst. that an inspection would be made of that portion of the 
Santa F6 system known as the Kansas Southern Railroad, from the city of Lawrence 
via Ottawa to Gridley, its western terminus of the Burlington branch line. 

The Oommission now have to inform you that, accompanied by Chief Engineer 
James Dun and Gen. Supt. J. L. Barnes, who were designated by you for this pur- 
pose, the examination of the line was made on the 2l8t inst., with the following 
result: 

This line, Lawrence branch, from its connection with your main line, at Law- 
rence, to its junction with the Southern Kansas, at North Ottawa, was found to be 
in condition to demand immediate action on your part to place it in condition for 
safe and profitable operation as a railroad carrying passengers and freight. 

The rail is of iron, and in constant use since the road was opened to traffic on 
its completion over 20 years ago. It was then supplied with chairs at the meeting^ 
of rails, but subsequently, from use, became so worn and bent as to require drilling^ 
and joint-splicingito make it longer usable at all. Since then these joints have 
been broken down, the treads of the rails crushed or broken off, and the rails them- 
selves so bent as to make their safe alignment and support of rolling-stock abso- 
lutely impossible, no matter how much care may be given to the maintenance of the 
road-bed. 

On the Burlington branch, from a point about one mile west of its eastern junc- 
tion with the main line of the Southern Kansas, to the water tank just east of Will- 
iamsburg, the same condition of rail exists, except as to the fact that in this case 
the rail was briginally 10 pounds less to the yard than the other — the one weighing 
45 pounds and the other 35 pounds to the lineal yard. But the language used in 
connection with the condition of the rail on the Southern branch, in relation to its 
safety and efficiency, applies with equal force and fitness to this. 

We have not been unmindful of the rapidly-deteriorating condition of these por- 
tions of your line, nor of the very general complaint of your patrons on them, but 
have deferred action until a time arrived when crops and conditions of traffic would 
better justify an order for such an expenditure than during the past year. That 
time has now arrived, and Kansas is giving to its railroads paying business to the 
extent of their capacity. Indeed, it is the right of the public and in the interest of 
your company alike, as the Commission believes, that we find and decide as we do 
in this matter. 

It is, therefore, declared to be reasonable and just, to meet a public necessity and 
corporate obligation, that you replace the present iron rail with a steel rail, of not 
less than 56 pounds to the lineal yard, on the lines of the Lawrence and Burlington 
branches, between the points hereinbefore designated and described, respectively; 
and the Commission hereby directs and orders, that such change be made on or be- 
fore December 31, 1891. By the Boabd.

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BXBPONDENT A8KB EXTENSION OF TIME.

To the Honorable Board of Rid. Commissioners of the State of Kansas^ Topeka^ Ka^. : 

Deab Sib — Referring to yoar order, dated September 23, but which, as yoa will 
remember, was not received at this office until about the 18th of November, I wish 
to say, that I have arranged for the purchase and delivery of 1,000 tons of new steel 
rail, in January, and 1,000 tons in February, which this company desires to lay in 
its main track in New Mexico, and that it desires to bring the rail which is now in 
service there to be used in relaying with steel the Lawrence branch and a portion of 
the Burlington branch embraced in the Commissioners' order. This rail, which we 
will be able to secure in this way, will only weigh 52 pounds per yard. In order to 
make a start, however, on the work this fall, I am bringing some rails of the same 
class we are now taking out, and the same will be laid in position on the Lawrence 
branch, if the weather permits. 

In view of the delay in this order reaching me, and in view of the lateness of the 
season and the impracticability of relaying this track with steel now, I wish to ask 
the honorable Board to modify your order, extending the time to the 1st of June, 
1892, for the completion of the work ordered, and to further modify the order so as 
to use 52-pound instead of 56-pound rail for this work. As a matter of economy in 
railroad management, we believe it to be much better to use the new rail under our 
heavy locomotives and heavy traffic, and use the old steel thus relieved in renewal of 
these branch lines. 

Hoping that your honorable Board will favorably consider this application for a 
modifi<iation of its order above referred to, I am.

THE COMMISSION GBANTS THE BEQUEST.

A, A. Robinson^ Esq., Second Vice-President and General Manager A, T, db S, F. Rid., 
Topeka, Kas.: 

Deab Sib — Your favor of the 2d instant, in relation of the renewal of the track 
of the Lawrence and Burlington branches, and asking a modification of the order of 
the Board of date of September 23, 1891, as to weight of rails and limit of time for 
the completion of the work, is received. 

In reply, it is but just to ourselves to assure yon that we have uniformly sought 
to avoid imposing conditions involving unnecessary expense or hardship in dealing 
with the companies, and, wherever good faith has been shown and a disposition to 
comply with our recommendations, have never refused to yield to such suggestions 
as seemed, upon a proper showing, to be reasonable and demanded by the circum- 
stances. 

In the present case, from some unknown cause, the order referred to failed to 
reach you for nearly six weeks after leaving this office. Meantime, winter was ap- 
proaching and the ability of the company to comply strictly with the terms of the 
order diminishing with every passing day. This delay, being no fault of yourself 
or your company, cannot be charged to your account, and it is but right and proper 
that the time for the completion of the work should be extended to a date far enough 
into the next season to admit of its being done well and without undue haste. 

We note your statement that the rails for the purpose are being taken from the 
main track in New Mexico, where they are being replaced with new steel of a heavier 
pattern, and that these rails which yon propose to use in renewing the branches in 
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qaestion are bat 52 ponnds weight per lineal yard, instead of 56, as required by the 
original order. 

We have no objection to the modification of the order as asked for in this in- 
stance, provided always that the rails are soand and serviceable and will bear inspec- 
tion, believing with yon that as a matter of economy in railroad management, and 
fnrther, as a protection to the traveling public, the heavier traffic of the main line 
should be replaced with new rails before the branches, where the traffic is lighter and 
the speed of trains less. But we are unwilling to have the renewals on these branches 
postponed beyond a date at which they can reasonably be accomplished, and only 
insist in regard to the rails that they shall be serviceable in all respects and of not 
less than 52 pounds weight per yard. 

Believing, therefore, that the circumstances governing the case fully justify the 
changes asked for, the order is modified accordingly, and the date extended to the 
1st of June, 1892; and the weight of rails required reduced from 56 to 52 pounds^ 
subject to the inspection of the Board as to quality and condition.

DE018ION. 

This is a case brought on complaint of the citizens of the cities ^of Kingman, 
Winfield, and Larned, and the people generally resident along the line of the Den- 
ver, Memphis <k Atlantic branch of respondent company's road between Winfield 
and Larned, and for cause of action they allege insufficient and unsuitable train 
service between the points last named. The petitions are several in number, nu- 
merously signed, and very similar in tenor and effect. They all set forth that the 
present train service is confined to one mixed train each way daily, which trains 
leave their respective starting points early in the morning and consume the entire 
day in covering the distance, 148 miles. This, the petitioners insist, is insufi^cient, 
vexatious, and altogether unsatisfactory, as long delays in the handling of live stock 
and other freight are inevitable, and passengers are subjected to hardships in fail- 
ure to make connections, and to unnecessary expense, loss of time, and annoyance. 
They also complain of great delay in the transmission of mails and express. Hence 
they ask for an order of this Board requiring the company to operate a regular 
passenger train over this part of the road, separate and distinct from the freight 
service. 

In resisting the issuance of the order prayed for, the company sets up and re- 
cites the meager earnings of the passenger train, placed on this part of the line by 
order of this Board, for the months of October, November, and December, 1890, and 
places in evidence a certified statement from the general auditor of the company, 
by which it appears that the earnings per train mile, during the period stated, 
ranged from 8 to 11} cents, or less than one-third the actual operating expense of 
the train. The company, therefore, in view of this discouraging experience, asks 
that the experiment be not repeated and that the prayer of the petitioners be de- 
nied. 

It may as well be stated in this connection, that the passenger train alluded to 
was ordered to be placed on the road after a thorough inspection of the business

aloDg the line as far weet as EiDgman, and in the firm belief that, if properly and 
permanently operated, it would become in time fairly remunerative to the company. 
The order was issued on the 30th of December, 1889, and the train placed in service 
as soon as practicable thereafter, and operated daring the greater part of the year 
1890. 

While it is true that the statement of earnings, as shown by the records of the 
auditor's office, gives but little encouragement for profitable operation of a passen- 
ger train, it should be borne in mind that the earnings from but one source of reve- 
nue are given, and that the receipts from express and mail are omitted. Hence the 
statement, because of its incompleteness, is misleading, and the facts remains that 
the train was not operated in such straits of financial distress as is represented. 
Besides, the year 1890, especially the latter part of it, was one of exceptionally scant 
business for railroads. The surplus of the year before had been taken to the market, 
and there was no surplus of any consequence along this line of road in 1890. So 
that the people had little or nothing to sell, and, as a consequence, no money to 
spend in traveling. Furthermore, had the train been continued in operation it 
would, in all probability, have built up and maintained a business of respectable 
proportions. 

This train, as has been stated, was placed on the road in compliance with an 
order of this Board, and the act of the company in withdrawing and discontinuing 
it without the knowledge or consent of the Board, or submitting at the time any 
statement of earnings or other showing as a justification therefor, seems to us to 
have been a gross discourtesy, partaking of the nature of contempt of our author- 
ity, and a disregard of the rights of the people the train was intended to serve. 

On the 22d of September the Board, in company with the proper officers of the 
road, passed over the line from Winfield to Lamed, and, by previous arrangement, 
met the citizens of the various towns along the route, for the purpose of hearing all 
the facts and gathering the information necessary to enable us to decide the matter 
at issue properly. 

There seemed to be but one opinion among the people, and that was to the effect 
that a passenger train was badly needed. Numerous instances were cited where in- 
tending passengers had been compelled to go to other lines, and reach their destina- 
tion by a round-about route, to avoid delays and be sure of connections. It was also 
represented to us that, while the through travel might not be great, the local travel 
would be greatly increased by a train that would enable passengers to visit the larger 
towns along the line and return the same day. In this way persons might go from 
Kingman to Winfield, and all intermediate points, with great economy of time, and 
vice versa. In like manner, persons residing west of Kingman could come down to 
that point, transact their business, and return, without delay or unnecessary expense. 
It is fair to assume, also, that the trade with Wichita would be improved by a quick 
daylight service on this road, with close connections at junction points. 

The complaints were also numerous in regard to the delay of mails and express, 
and a passenger train was urgently asked for on this account. 

In addition to the usual plea, that the various localities along the route had aided 
liberally, by the voting of bonds, to the construction of the road, there was also a 
statement made and often repeated, and with emphasis, that these bonds were pro- 
cured under the representation and promise that the road would be extended to 
Denver, Colo., and form part of a through line from the mountains to the eastern 
sea.^ This has not been done, and the western terminus remains at Larned, but a 
few miles from the main Denver line, and yet far enough distant to defeat the ob- 
ject professed and promised in its creation. While the authority to build a road 
conferred upon a company by the charter of the State is merely permissive, and no 
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power exists to compel it to exceed its will and pleasare in the number of miles con- 
strnoted, it is sincerely to be regretted that this company has not seen fit to connect 
these lines, and so form another roate, and the shortest, from the mountains to the 
south Atlantic seaboard. The people of Kansas have learned, to their sorrow, that 
the bland promises of the promoters of railway enterprises and the stern code of 
business principles of railway operators are the very antipodes of expression and 
policy. Larned is an example of this, and is suffering, not so much from lack of 
better train service on the part of the road which terminates at her doors, as from 
a failure of the road to extend its line to a connection which was promised when 
she burdened herself with debt in order to secure it. 

In coming now to a closer view of the situation as regards the probable useful- 
ness of the proposed passenger train, a brief description of the country and its re- 
sources along the route will assist in reaching a just and equitable conclusion of the 
matter. Beginning at Winfield and extending as far as Turon, the region is highly 
developed, densely populated, and supports numerous large towns and villages. 
Beyond that point, until the vicinity of Larned is reached, the country is newer, the 
settlements are sparse, and the stations are for the most part mere hamlets. The 
city of Stafford is the one point of commercial importance, and this has excellent 
daily passenger service in through trains, via the A. T. So S. F. road, and they frankly 
stated that they had no interest in this demand. Between Stafford and the Pawnee 
county line there will be, for several years to come, but little patronage for a rail- 
road, either in freight or passengers. 

Railroad facilities in Kansas have usually kept far in advance of the development 
of the country. This is attributable to a variety of causes, chief among which have 
been donations of local aid, competition of rival lines, surplus capital seeking in- 
vestment; but, more than all, an unbounded faith in the credit and resources of the 
State. Hence, it occurs that remote regions, sparsely settled and offering little if 
any immediate assurances of revenue, have been supplied with railroads, by which 
not only communication is had with the markets of the country, but the property 
valuation in many instances sufficiently increased to pay the interest on the bonds 
voted as aid, and leave a surplus in the treasury to assist in defraying the expense 
of local government, maintenance of public schools, etc. In determining what is 
reasonable service, therefore, the foregoing considerations should be given due weight 
and influence. 

As a result of our investigation, we find and decide that it is just and reasonable 
to require the respondent company to place a daily passenger train on that part of 
its line between Winfield and Turon, and operate the same so as to form an exten- 
sion of the passenger service now terminating at Winfield without delay or stop-over 
to Turon; and thence to Larned by mixed train, making close connections each way, 
so that passengers may have reliable and expeditious passage from Winfield and 
points east of there to Larned without delay, and with but one change of cars. The 
present mixed train may be made sufficient for all passenger travel between Turon 
and Larned, by changing its schedule of time so as to make it connect both ways 
with the passenger train. This is altogether practicable, and will give daylight serv- 
ice over nearly the whole line, and doubtless greatly stimulate travel and increase 
business.- 

The respondent company, the Missouri Pacific Railway, is therefore directed to 
supply the above-described train, and operate the same as indicated, on and after 
the 11th of November next. Bx the Boabd.

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DISSBNTINa OPINION. 

I f ally cononr in the above decision, except that part which fixes the terminns of 
the passenger and mail service at Tnron, for the reason that, in my judgment, it 
deprives the citizens of Stafford and Pawnee counties of that which they are justly 
entitled to, by reason of the voting of bonds, in the sum of $120,000 in Stafford and 
$46,000 in Pawnee, to aid in the construction of the road, and on which bonds they 
are now paying a large interest. 

While it is true that these counties are sparsely settled, and that the amount of 
produce exported is small — far less than in the counties south of Turon, yet the fact 
must be taken into consideration that those counties have from four to seven lines 
of road within their bounds, between which to divide the traffic. This would reduce 
the proportion of each to less than that of the two roads in Stafford and Pawnee 
counties. 

Hence, I am of the opinion that the passenger and mail service should be ex- 
tended to Lamed, the present terminus of the road.

DEOISION. 

This complaint was brought^ by the citizens of Neosho Falls, Yates Center, and 
Geneva, asking that the Atchison, Topeka & Santa F^ Railroad Company, the own- 
ers of the Colony extension of the Southern Kansas Railway, be required to furnish 
additional train service on that branch, and sets up, as a basis of their request, the 
valuable assistance contributed to the said Colony extension to aid in its construc- 
tion and maintenance, in the way of bonds and other properties, on which bonds 
they are now paying a fair rate of interest. 

And, further, that the train service as now furnished does not meet with the de- 
mands of the public, as it does not make direct connection with the day passenger 
and mail trains on the main line of the Southern Kansas Railway, thereby delaying 
both passengers and mail to the extent that it is an annoyance and loss to the pub- 
lic; that the additional service asked for would be a very slight increase on the oper- 
ating expenses, as the coal burned would be the only extra burden outside the natural 
wear on the roadway and rolling stock, and would not require additional equipment 
or operating forces, as the same employes can be used to operate the train asked 
for as are now used on the present service, without increase of expense. 

Now, in consideration of the above, which the Board believes to be true, they are 
of the opinion that it would not be unjust to require the Atchison, Topeka & Santa 
F^ Railroad Company to furnish the following service: 

A freight train, to leave Colony for Yates Center in the morning, returning to 
connect with the Southern Kansas main-line day passenger trains — leaving Colony 
for Yates Center after the arrival of the above trains, and returning at a seasonable 
hour in the evening. 

The above to be furnished on or before the 15th day of December, 1891.

DECISION. 

This is a case bronght on complaint of G. H. Rood and G. W. Campbell, the 
former a shipper and the latter the trustee of Peabody township, Marion oonnty ; and 
for cause of action they allege, that the rates on wool from Peabody to the Missonri 
river are excessive and nn jnst^ and impose a hardship upon prodacers and shippers 
of that community; wherefore they pray for an order of this Board reducing the 
same to the level of the rates on live stock and grain for the same distance. The 
complainants further allege, that 15,000 to 18,000 pounds of sacked wool may be 
loaded in a car, and that the risk to the carrier is much less in case of wreck or ac- 
cident than either live stock or grain. 

An investigation of the facts leads to the conclusion that the complainants are 
somewhat in error as to the amount of unbaled wool that may be loaded in a ear. 
It is impossible to be exact, as cars differ in size and capacity and wool in degree of 
cleanness, and consequently in weight in any given quantity in bulk; but it is safe 
to say that it is very difficult to load more than 10,000 pounds in an ordinary car. 
This is important, as the car is thus compelled to go to the market with but half a 
load; whereas, if it had been loaded with some less bulky article, such as live stock 
or grain, it could have carried its full capacity, with correspondingly increased earn- 
ings. This is one reason for charging the higher rate per 100 pounds. Another 
element in fixing the rate is the value of the article transported, and the consequent 
risk of the carrier in case of accident. If a car of live stock is burned up 'in transit, 
the company will probably be liable for damages to. the amount of $600; if a car of 
grain, the damages may be no more than half this amount; but if a car loaded to 
half its capacity with wool should suffer a like fate, the company would be liable for 
damages, at the present price of wool %t the Missouri river, of $1,700. No proper 
comparison, therefore, can be made between the articles cited, as a reason for giving 
them the same classification and rate, but it should be apparent that the carrier 
must be, to some extent, protected in assuming the greater risk for the more valu- 
able article transported. 

A comparison of the rates complained of with those in effect from the great wool- 
producing sections of the country does not justify the view taken by the complain- 
ants. For example, the following comparative rates are given : 

peabody to KANSAS CITT. 

In sacks, any quantity 47 cents per 100 pounds 

Compressed in bales, any quantity 40 " " " 

DENVER TO KANSAS CITY. 

In sacks, any quantity , $1 25 per 100 pounds. 

Compressed' in bales, any quantity 1 10 " " 

UTAH TERAITOBY TO KANSAS CITY. 

In sacks, minimum of 10,000 pounds SI 60 per 100 pounds. 

In sacks, less than 10,000 pounds 2 15 ♦• " 

Compressed in bales, minimum of 16,000 pounds 1 35 " " 

Compressed in bales, less than 16,000 pounds 1 60 " " 

Compressed in bales, less than 10,000 pounds 1 75 " '* 

The classification in effect in Kansas, termed the western classification, is espe- 
cially favorable to our shippers of this commodity, wool in sacks being rated 2d 
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Glass, and compressed in bales, 3d olass; while in the eastern classification, in effect 
east of the Mississippi river, wool in sacks is rated 1st class, and in a minimnm 
weight of not less than 10,000 pounds, 2d class. In the sonthern classification, wool 
in any quantity is rated Ist class, and compressed so as to load 20,000 ponnds, 10 
cents per 100 ponnds less than 1st class; and when pressed in square bales, so as to 
load 20,000 ponnds or more, 15 cents per 100 ponnds less than 1st class. It appears, 
therefore, that shippers of wool in Kansas have a decided advantage over those in 
adjacent States and supplying the same market. 

In view of the foregoing, we are of the opinion that the complaint is not well 
founded, and we must decline to interfere with the existing rates as prayed for.

DECISION. 

This complaint was brought by the trustees of Topeka and Tecumseh townships,. 
Shawnee county, praying for the operation of the East Side Railway, of Topeka, as 
per contract entered into between the said East Side Railway Company and citizens 
of the said Topeka and Tecumseh townships, in consideration of valuable subsidies 
in the way of city lots and right-of-way. A hearing was held by the Board, in their 
office in the city of Topeka, on the 25th day of September, 1891,''the plaintiffs being 
represented by T. W. Harrison, and the defendant by Chas. Blood Smith, of the firm 
of Rossington, Smith & Dallas, their attorneys. 

It was shown by plaintiff that the said citizens of Topeka and Tecumseh town- 
ships did donate to the said East Side Railway Company, of Topeka, Eas., lots to 
the value of $66,700, and necessary right-of-way on which to construct its road, 
and that in consideration of the above subsidies and right-of-way granted, the said 
East Side Railway Company, by its president and secretary duly authorized, their 
signatures, and the official seal of the company, agreed to construct, equip, maii^tain, 
and operate, in a first-class manner, a railway, with all necessary switches, turnouts, 
engine- and car-houses, etc., in a good and substantial manner. The contracting 
party further agreed to provide, -for a period of five years, a daily 30- minute passen- 
ger-train service for not less than 12 hours each day. 

The road was built according to contract, and operated only for a very short 
period as per agreement, since which time it has not been operated, except at long 
intervals, and then only in case of an excursion. Neither the true spirit of the con- 
tract nor their corporate obligations to the public have been complied with, except 
as above stated, and the owners have allowed the property to deteriorate. 

Now, in consideration of the above facts, the Commission find and decide, that 
the said East Side Railway Company be required to put the entire line in a physical 
condition to meet the requirements of the obligations mentioned, and furnish a daily 
passenger service. Such trains to pass over the entire line at intervals of not greater 
than one hour, for not less than 12 hours each day; and the above to be complied 
with on or before the Ist day of February, 1892. By the Boabd.

DECISION. 

This is an application for the enforcement of a contract alleged to have been 
entered into by and between the complainant and the predecessor of the respondent 
company, for a private crossing on the premises of the complainant. 

It is set np that this contract was a part of an agreement in a compromise of 
right-of-way condemnation proceedings had when the road was being bnilt. 

Admitting this to be true, it only remains for the petitioner to substantiate the 
facts in the conrts to secure the proper remedy. The case seems to be one in which 
the public is not interested, or, if it is, then in not having the crossing established, 
as every such crossing is an additional peril to the traveling public, and the welfare 
of the greater number of people would be conserved by our declining to order its 
construction/ This peril would be enhanced in an affirmative action of this Board, 
. in that the crossing prayed for is an open crossing, allowing the free passage of 
stock across the track at all times, whether in the care of the owner or not. 

The case is clearly one for the courts, and is not properly before this Board.

Discrimination 
in rates. 



STATEMENT. 

The complainants in this case are dealers and shippers in a general farm produce 
business, and charge an unjust and unlawful discrimination against them by the re- 
spondent company, in this, that it makes a less rate on grain from Scott City, a 
point on a parallel line of the respondent's road about 85 miles north of Garden 
City, to Mississippi river points and to Kansas City. This discriminating difference 
is alleged to be 3 cents per 100 pounds. 

The respondent company admits that the rate, by reason of Scott City being a 
competing point, is less to Mississippi river points, as alleged, 3 cents per 100 
pounds, but claims that it is an interstate rate, not subject to State jurisdiction. 
But it denies the statement that a .like difference exists between Garden City and 
IKansas City, or Missouri river points. It puts its rate-sheets in evidence, which 
«how the rate to be but a quarter cent per 100 more from Garden City, instead of 
3 cents as alleged; and that this slight discrepancy is due to an associatibn ad- 
justment, from which the respondent cannot depart of its own volition. 

decision. 

The Commission finds and decides, that in so far as the Mississippi or interstate 
Tate is concerned, the facts alleged exist, but this Commission has no jurisdiction 
over it. 

In the matter of State rate, the difference is a discrepancy involving neither the 
purpose or the fact of discrimination against, or damage to, the complainant. The 
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complainant avers that the distance is greater on the respondent's line from Scott 
City to Kansas City than from Garden City. This is an error, the reverse being 
true. Garden City is 13 miles farther from Kansas City than Scott City, bnt this 
distance need Qot be plead in jastifioation, when it is considered that rates cannot 
be made on the rigid rnle of mileage without working serious disadvantage to a 
much greater number than could be benefited by it. 

It must be borne in mind, always, that rate mak'ing is not an exact science, but 
a public regulation, which must bend to the universal law of community necessity — 
the greatest good to the greatest number. 

The Commission, being unable to find that the one-fourth cent per 100 excess in 
grain rate has affected the relative price of grain at Garden City and Scott City, 
working a discrimination or wrong to the complainants or the public, find no cause 
of complaint, and dismiss the case. Bt thb Boabd.

This case grows out of a shipment of household goods from Oskaloosa, Kas., to 
Eads, Colo., wherein it is claimed by the petitioner that he was charged an excessive 
rate on a portion of the goods, and asks that the respondent be required to refund 
the alleged overcharge, to wit, the sum of $2.13. 

The facts are as follows: 

The goods consisted, in part, of ordinary household goo'ds, such as bedsteads, 
etc., and, in addition, two cases of canned goods and one barrel of potatoes. These 
goods were all billed as household goods, and took the classification and rate as such, 
notwithstanding the protest of the consignor, and his demand that the latter arti- 
cles should take a lower classification and rate. It seems that the consignor ad- 
mitted that the canned goods and potatoes were for the private use and consumption 
of his family, and the rule governing the shipment of such articles seems to have 
been followed in this case, and the usual release executed accordingly. 

We are unable, therefore, to see any merit in the complaint of the shipper, and 
must deny his prayer for a refunding of the amount claimed as overcharge.

This case is brought on complaint of the citizens of Bird City, St. Francis, Mc- 
Donald, and Herndon, villages in the counties of Rawlins and Cheyenne, on the line 
of the Beaver Valley branch of respondent company's road, for the purpose of se- 
curing a daily passenger train, in order to improve the passenger, mail and express 
service to their respective towns. 

On the 19th of November, the Board \nade a tour of the branch and met the citi- 
zens of the localities named, and took testimony in the case. The company was 
represented by its proper officers, and the situation was fully investigated. 

The branch road is 184 miles in length, and extends from Orleans, Neb., its initial 
point, on the Kansas City and Denver main line, to St. Francis, Eas., 73 miles being 
in the latter State. The present service is one mixed train, supplied with passenger 
and combination smoking and baggage cars, each way daily, leaving the eastern ter- 
minus at 9:45 a.m., upon the arrival of the train from Kansas City, and reaching 
St. Francis at 7:50 p.m.; returning, leaving St. Francis at 8 a.m. and reaching Or- 
leans in time to make connection for the East at 7:50 p.m. 

The complaint of the citizens of the western terminus is, that the mail arrives at 
St. Francis too late to be distributed the same day; that it is frequently late in con- 
sequence of overloaded trains, and that, as a consequence, business is greatly hin- 
dered and embarrassed. Further, that commercial travelers are compelled to remain 
in their town over one and not infrequently two nights in order to transact any busi- 
ness, and for this reason many of them fail to visit their town altogether. They 
ask for a passenger train, scheduled to double the road, stopping at St. Francis one 
hour and making the same connections as the present mixed train. 

The other towns are less insistent in their demands, although they consider that 
a passenger train would be of great public benefit, and doubtless remunerative to 
the company. 

It is proper to state, in this connection, that several of the petitioners voluntarily 
informed us that they had no interest in the matter whatever, but signed merely to 
oblige the person circulating the petition. One stated that he preferred the present 
time-card to any the road had ever had, and another, that he did not read the peti- 
tion, but was told it was directed to the officers of the railroad company, and that 
he would never have knowingly signed a complaint to the Board of Railroad Com- 
missioners until all negotiations with the company direct had failed. 

Considering the case on its merits, we find that the traffic, especially the passen- 
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ger traffic, is light. The total sales of tiokets for points beyond the State, in October 
last, at stations on the Kansas part of the line, were 180, or an average of 4^ a day; 
this for 9 stations and 73 miles of road. The freight business, while much better 
than for the past year, is still light, owing chiefly to the lack of facilities for thresh- 
ing the nnasnally large crop of wheat in the country, and the delay of the farmers 
in getting it to market. The whole nnmber of cars into St. Francis, for the month 
of October, was 77, or an average of 2i a day; the nnmber ont was 69, or an average 
of aboat 2^ a day. The whole namber into Cedar Blnffs, the first station on the linet 
in Kansas, was 301, or an average of 9i- daily; the namber ont was 199, or an aver- 
age of 6f a day. The road is a good one. The grades and carves are exceptionally 
light for lines in that part of the State, and the track and road-bed are in excellent 
condition. The capacity of an engine on the steepest grade on the line, in the 
vicinity of St. Francis, is 26 loaded cars. The largest train for any day in October, 
on that grade, was 18 cars, or one-half the capacity of the motive power. The largest 
train for any day in October, on any part of the line in Kansas, was 17 oars, or about 
60 per cent, of the capacity of an engine for the worst part of the road. 

From the foregoing it is manifest that some other caase for the delay of trains 
mnst.be found than that assigned in the complaint. 

We think that it has been shown that the present train receives bat very meager 
patronage, and it oonld doabtless do more than doable its present basiness without 
detriment to the interests of the pablic. 

Owing to a change of time on the main line, to conform to changes apon con- 
necting systems, the west-bound train arrives at Orleans 1 hoar and 40 minutes 
later than it did when a passenger train was operated on the Beaver Valley branch. 
The time of departure for the East from Orleans is practically the same now as 
then. This, therefore, shortens the time for getting a train over the branch by the 
length of time stated above, and we have no hesitation in saying that it precludes 
the possibility of doubling the road with a passenger train upon any schedule justi- 
fiable, either by business principles, railroad experience, or a regard for the safety 
of the traveling pablic. Passenger service operated so as to make the present con- 
nections would involve the employment of two trains and crews, and this without a 
reasonable hope or expectation of earning revenue sufficient to pay the actual daily 
running expenses. • 

Under these circumstances, and without stopping to consider other and graver 
questions that may be involved in the case, we should not feel willing to require the 
oompany at this time to place a passenger train on this part of its line. 

We do think, however, that the time of the present mixed train might easily be 
reduced, say li hours west-bound, and 1 hour east-bound, without any material in- 
orease in cost, and that the trains should, barring accidents, be kept on schedule 
time. This would reasonably respond to the requirements of the traveling public, 
and we recommend that the changes indicated be put into effect as soon as practi- 
cable. By the Boabd.

STATEMENT OF THE 0A6E. 

The complainant in this case alleges, as a cause of action, that he is a citizen of 
the State of Kansas, residing in the city of Wichita; that he is engaged in the busi- 
ness or vocation of a wholesale dealer in lumber, and that in the pursuit of that 
business he brings lumber qianufactured at his own mills, and purchased .at the 
mills of other owners, in States beyond the borders of Kansas, on the south and 
east; and that the shipment, purchase, sale and delivery of such lumber is limited 
strictly to car-load lots, his business being that of a jobber, or wholesale dealer. 

He further alleges, that the bijsiness thus described has been carried on continu- 
ously and extensively for the period of about two years, without hindrance or ob- 
struction on the part of railroad companies operating lines into, through or from 
Wichita in any direction, until now, in the case which is the subject-matter of this 
complaint. 

The respondent company, it is charged, now refuses to receive such lumber for 
transportation on its lines, at rates known as ** jobbers' rates/* prescribed by order 
of the Kansas Railroad Commission, in February, 1889, on the plea that it comes to 
said respondent company by transfer from some other incoming road, and, there- 
^ fore, is not business originating at Wichita, and, for this reason, not entitled to 
jobbers' rates, but must be subject to the local tariff of respondent company, which 
charge, the complainant avers, is prohibitory on the business in which he is en- 
gaged, and works to him, and the people of Kansas on the line of the respondent's 
road, a serious loss. 

The respondent company, in answer, substantially admits the truth of every alle- 
gation of the complaint, but denies that such action involves a wrong to be justly 
complained of, or a disrespect for the orders of the Kansas Railroad Commission, 
giving it jurisdictional power to try and determine the question in controversy be- 
tween this complainant and the respondent company; and, for substantially these 
reasons: 

First. That the complainant is not a dealer or jobber in lumber in a sense which 
entitles him to rates made to that class; that to sustain his claim to such rates, he 
must have a lumber yard, or repository, into which all material received must go, on 
its arrival, and be unloaded, and again reloaded for delivery to the respondent com- 
pany for shipment out. 

Second, That the order of this Commission referred to, which ordered jobbers* 
rates from Wichita to be made on the basis of like rates from Missouri-river points 
to interior points in Kansas, was made with the sole end, purpose and understand- 
ing of fixing a rule ** whereby persons owning and controlling manufacturing enter- 
prises located at Wichita might bring in their raw material and manufacture the 
product and reship it on an equal basis with'like rates from the jobbing centers on 
the Missouri river, and to enable merchants doing a jobbing business at Wichita to 
import merchandise, store the same in their warehouses, and reship as sales were 
made; . . . and was not intended to allow brokers or transient dealers to invade 
the local territory of one road by shipping freight into Wichita over other roads, to 
be reshipped without being unloaded and stored in the warehouse or on the premises 
of dealers regularly located in Wichita." 

Third, That "the shipment in question originated, presumably, at some point in 
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Texas, and was traveling to nltimate destination at Hesston, Eas., and was actually 
an interstate shipment, and for that reason not within the jurisdiction of yonr hon- 
orable Board." Further, that "it was not jobbed from Wichita, and was subject to 
no other operation than the simple change of destination from Wichita to Hessfon." 

Fourth. That "the respondent company has through tariffs and division sheets 
in effect from nearly all points in Texas, Arkansas, Louisiana, and. elsewhere, and it 
is conceived that the shipper should have consigned his freight to nltimate destina- 
tion, in the first instance, by the way of the Missouri Pacific,'' the respondent com- 
pany's line. 

This case was called for hearing on October 19, 1891, pursuant to notice, at the 
office of the Commission, the complainant appearing for himself and the respondent 
by J. 0. Lincoln, its assistant general freight agent. 

It appeared in evidence, that the complainant was a citizen of Kansas, domiciled 
in Wichita, and engaged in the sale of lumber of his own and others' manufacture, 
imported from other States; that as such dealer in lumber he had an office, book- 
keeper and clerks at his place of business in Wichita, but no yard or repository for 
the storage of lumber, his business being that of an exclusively wholesale dealer, or 
jobber, by full oar-load lots as the minimum quantity in any sale; that there was no 
other wholesale dealer in lumber in Wichita; and that, by an agreement and under- 
standing with lumber dealers from yards, he sold only by oar lots, for direct delivery 
to them and those in like business in territory tributary to that city. 

It was further shown in evidence by the complainant that the sources of supply, 
his own mills and those from whom he purchased, were not situated on the line of 
the respondent's road, and therefore impossible of original shipment to Wichita by 
that line; and that, so far as purchased lumber was concerned, the complainant had 
sought in vain for a supply on the respondent's line, but had been refused a rate 
which, added to the purchase cost, would lay the lumber down at Wichita at the same 
cost as by other lines connecting his place of business with the lumber-producing 
States named by the respondent company in its answer; that the lumber in question 
was purchased and shipped by and to the complainant over the St. Louis & San 
Francisco Railway, its destination being Wichita, as set forth in the bill of lading; 
that upon its arrival it was cleared by payment of freight charges acknowledged by 
receipted expense bill, exchanged for a receipt for the lumber in good order. 

The car thus shipped, received and receipted for was subsequently tendered to 
the respondent company with way-bill, as an original shipment, with tender of pre- 
payment of freight at jobbers' rates fixed by order of this Commission. It was re- 
fused, unless the complainant paid the local, or a much higher rate. 

Nothing in cross-examination, nor attempted counter-evidence, served to coun- 
teract or impair the terms of the complaint or its supporting evidence. This being 
true, we have only to deal with the facts as we find them. 

That the act of the respondent company, in its refusal to receive the car of lum- 
ber and forward it at the jobbers' rates fixed by this Commission in what is known 
as the Wichita decision, was in contravention of the order itself, will not admit of 
doubt, much less discussion. The narrow interpretation put upon that order is in- 
consistent with reason or commercial usage, for it is never the practice to subject 
commodities in transit from producer to consumer to unnecessary burdens, delays, 
. or costs. The question has never before been raised, so far as this Commission has 
knowledge, by a transportation company to which freight is offered in car-load lots, 
aa to when, where or by whom it was loaded. It is true that refusals have been fre* 
quent of the privilege of transferring a car with its burden to a connecting line for 
continued transportation, but no company has before refused to receive a car thus 
burdened, and certainly not for the reason set up in this case, that the commodity 
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had not been forced to pay the nnneoessary tax and submit to the vexatious delay 
of unloading and reloading, when there was no necessity for it except to force com- 
merce out of its chosen and cheapest channel into an enforced and dearer one. 

Stripped of its sophistry, the respondent rests its defense npon the simple fact 
that the complainant did not draw his supplies to meet the demands of his custom- 
ers — citizens of Kansas — from points on its line, instead of the line of another 
company, when sach act would of necessity increase cost of the commodity to the 
consumer, or drive the dealer out of business. It is at once an attempt to coerce a 
dealer and levy contribution upon consumers, the offense being equal against the 
dealer and the consumer of the commodity affected. It involves a wrong to the 
State which cannot be explained away nor apologized for with color of reason. 

The Commission does not deem it necessary to discuss at length the interstate 
question which is sought to be made a part of this case. It is too plain that every 
characteristic and attribute of interstate commerce, so far as the matter of freight 
charges are concerned, were included in and concluded by the contract of carriage 
to the place of destination named in the bill of lading and receipted expense bill; 
and that, when billed out again, whether in parts or as a whole, on the same car or a 
dozen others, it was an original shipment to the extent that the respondent 00m- 
pany had no right to raise the question of its previous history. To say otherwise is 
to admit the right of a railway company to sit as a court of inquisition upon every 
shipment of freight offered it, and to pass upon it with reference to the intent of 
the shipper, in determining the rate to be charged for its transportation. 

With this power conceded, all power of the State to control its carrying corpora- 
tions, or protect its citizens from corporate greed and unreasonable exactions, would 
cease. Sheltered behind the plea of Federal jurisdiction, the rights of the citizen 
would not only be invaded with exorbitant an4 prohibitory rates, but interstate com- 
merce itself lose its freedom; for if the position assumed in this case is sustained, it 
would admit of an embargo upon such commerce at the will or caprice of any inter- 
mediate transportation company. 

DECISION. 

In view of the facts as they appear in the hearing of this case, the Commission 
find and decide: 

First. That the complainant was and is a wholesale dealer or jobber in lumber 
at the city of Wichita, tbe place of his residence, and entitled to the jobbers' rates 
ordered by this Commission in its decisions of March 29 and June 7, 1889, and re- 
ferred to in both complaint and answer in this case. 

Second. That tbe commodity offered and refused in this case was, in character 
and condition, such as was contemplated and entitled to jobbers' rates, and the de- 
mand of a higher or other rate by the respondent company was in direct contraven- 
tion of tbe order, and in disregard of the law and authority of the State. 

Third. That the respondent railroad company is hereby directed to receive and 
transport, at jobbers' rates, all and every commodity which may hereafter be ten- 
dered to it, by the complainant or others, under like circumstances and conditions.

DECISION. 

This is a case bronght by the trustee and 64 citizens of Lexington township, 
Johnson oonnty, for the purpose of seoaring a depot at the station of De Soto, on 
the line of the respondent company's road. The papers were filed in this office Oo> 
tober 10, 1891, and immediately referred to the company. On the 17th of November 
a hearing was held on the ground, of which the parties had dne notice, and testi- 
mony taken in the case. 

It appears that at the township election held April 5, 1870, the township of Lex- 
ington voted bonds to the amonnt of $5,000 in aid of the St. Loais, Lawrence A 
Denver Railroad Company, upon condition that the said company should perma- 
nently locate and operate its passenger and freight depot in the town of De Soto. 

Pursuant to this agreement, the said railroad company did, in the year 1871, be- 
gin the construction of a depot within the limits of the said town of De Soto; and 
at a time when said depot was nearing completion, the officers of the township, be- 
lieving that the contract was being consummated in good faith, delivered to the 
said railroad company the bonds aforesaid. Immediately upon receipt of these 
bonds, the railroad company tore down the depot building and moved away the ma- 
terials, and constructed a depot outside the village limits, upon land deeded to the 
company for a nominal consideration for this purpose. Subsequently this depot 
was burned, and for a year or more the business of the station was transacted in the 
open air, or in a box-car used for the purpose of a station. Later, the citizens of 
De Soto commenced the erection of a depot 12x16 feet in dimensions; whereupon 
the railroad, which had in the meantime passed, through several changes of owner- 
ship, into the control of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe, relieved the people of 
further efforts to provide themselves a depot, and, adding somewhat to the length 
of the partly -constructed building, completed the present station, the adequacy of 
which is challenged and made the subject-matter of this complaint. 

At the hearing, an examination of the situation disclosed the fact that the orig- 
inal site selected for a depot is on a curve at the foot of a steep ledge of rock be- 
tween the bluff and the Kansas river, and would have involved great expense to 
provide a house-track and yard suitable for section purposes, while the present site 
is on open, level ground, on a tangent, and is in all respects, except its greater dis- 
tance, by nearly one-fourth of a mile from the business part of the village, more 
suitable and convenient for a station. Manifestly, a railroad company should be 
given a fair latitude as to the precise spot for the planting of its depots, even where 
the people have aided in the construction of the road for the purpose of securing 
these facilities, as in this instance; the convenience and safety of the operation of 
a road being a matter better determined by engineering and managing experts than 
by citizens of the locality, whose information in such matters is less comprehensive 
and valuable; a substantial compliance with the plain intent and spirit of an agree- 
ment in such cases being all that could be reasonably required. 

An examination of the records of the station at DeSoto shows the following 
business for the periods given, viz.: 

Freight receipts, year ending August 31, 1891 $2,952 15 

Prepaid freight, year ending July 31, 1891 775 00 

Local ticket sales, year ending July 31, 1891 1, 902 36 

Total receipts, exclusive of express and telegraph business $5,629 51 
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The following freight in car-loads was forwarded from this station in the calen- 
dar year 1890: Corn, 76 cars; flour, 40 cars; bran, 16 oars; chop, 6 oars; sand, 49& 
cars; bay, 4 cars; potatoes, 1 car; apples, 1 oar; cattle, 23 cars; hogs, 23 cars; hogs 
and cattle, 19 cars; flax, 3 cars; and miscellaneons, 26 cars; making a total nnmber 
of 782 cars. 

The station building 'is a temporary strnctnre, about 12x24 feet in dimensions^ 
one low story in height, and is divided into three small rooms, for the purpose of 
an oflice, a waiting-room, and warehouse. It would be superfluous to state that each 
of these quarters is cramped, inconvenient, and poorly calculated to meet the de- 
mands of a station of any importance. The ware- room is too small to be of any 
service, practically; the waiting-room will hold less than a dozen persons, none of 
them comfortably, and is no place suitable for ladies; while the office, like the wait- 
ing-room, is well nigh intolerable, summer or winter. 

The platform is too narrow and short for convenience or safety, and the whole 
structure must be condemned. 

In view of the obligation stipulated in the bond proposition, assumed by the re- 
spondent company in acquiring the road, together with a dearly-established public 
necessity for improved facilities, we deem it reasonable and just that the people of 
De Soto should be supplied with a depot of the standard adopted by the company 
for stations of its class; and this is the order and decision of the Commission. 

Referring to what has been said above in regard to according to the company a 
preference as to the exact location of a depot at any given point, the respondent 
company is given the option to locate the new depot at the present site of the sta- 
tion, or on that originally selected by the company with whom the contract and 
agreement Was made. 

The building season for this year being passed, sufficient time must be granted 
for the completion of the improvements herein directed to be made after the next 
season opens; and it is therefore ordered that the same be finished, ready for occu- 
pancy and use, on or before May 1, 1892. By the Boabd.

decision. 

This is an application for an order requiring the respondent companies to place 
a flagman at a highway crossing about three miles northwest of the city of Leav- 
enworth, where the wagon road crosses the tracks, near the foot of the Salt Creek 
hill. 

The petition, which was filed in this office October 20, 1891, alleges that the cross- 
ing is a dangerous one, by reason of the steep grade of the wagon road and obstruc- 
tions to the view in the direction of approaching trains; and that several persons 
have lost their lives in consequence, and others have been seriously injured; where- 
fore, a flagman is asked for, that the public may have timely notice of the approach 
of trains. 

On the 8th of December the Board visited the spot, and carefully examined th& 
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<oondition8 and oiroamstanceB as they exist. The railroads run parallel a few yards 
from eaoh other for some distanoe on either side of the higrhway, which they cross 
at right angles, the latter ranning north and sonth. About one mile east of the 
-crossing, the roads pass through a high ridge and descend through rough ground, 
by a steep grade, across and beyond the wagon road to the west, into the valley of 
Salt Greek. Immediately east of the crossing, the roads pass through a knoll, which 
completely obstructs the view of the trains from persons coming down the wagon 
road from the south. The same cause operates to deaden the sound of the bell; 
fio that, unless the traveler happens to see the smoke of the engine in time to stop, 
he is in danger of suffering an accident. 

The companies have maintained the usual crossing-signs required by law, and it 
was stated and is believed that the engineers observe extra care to avoid accidents. 

For the reasons stated we think this is an exceptionally dangerous crossing, and 
demands special attention. It is true there is but one mixed train each way daily 
over each road at the present time, and the measure of danger is thereby reduced 
to the minimum; but that danger exists and is great, is shown by the records. We 
do not believe, however, that the petitioners have suggested the best remedy for an 
efficient protection of the traveling public. A flagmau, where the trains are so few, 
would naturally become careless, and very likely neglect his business. The trains 
pass in the morning and evening, usually leaving the middle of the day and all the 
night without trains. From force of habit he would relax his vigilance between the 
time the trains were scheduled to pass, and would be unapprised of the approach 
of an extra train until it would be upon the crossing, possibly too late to avert an 
accident. At night there would be absolutely no better protection than there is at 
the present time. 

We think a more effective way to protect the lives and property, and insure 
the safety of persons crossing at this point, would be to have the whistle of ap- 
proaching trains sound alarm*sigDals from the whistliug posts on the east to the 
crossing, and the speed of trains reduced to 15 miles an hour when crossing this 
highway from the east. Trains approaching from the west can be seen a long dis- 
tance, as the country is open and the view unobstructed. 

It is therefore recommended that the respondent companies plant extra large 
sign-boards at the whistling-posts on the east of the crossing, whereon shall be 
painted, in large letters, the words, "Dangerous! Blow Alarm Signals to Crossing; 
Reduce Speed to 15 Miles per Hour;" and that instructions be issued to engineers, 
and printed conspicuously in full-faced type in the time tables, or elsewhere if more 
suitable, to enforce this rule. 

It is believed the plan here suggested will afford a greatly increased measure of 
safety to those crossing the tracks, and is all that we can reasonably require of the 
companies in the case. 

The limit of time for the companies to complete the improvements herein recom- 
mended is fixed at January 15, 1892. By thb Boabd.

y Refusal to famish cars.

DECISION. 

On Noyember 29, 1890, the complainant made complaint to the Board, allegiDg* 
that he was a coal dealer in Emporia, Eas.; that he had been handling coal bought 
from Golnmbns, Kas.; and that the respondent company refuses to furnish cars to 
be loaded at the Columbus mine with coal for transportation to Emporia; that thi» 
refusal cuts off complainant's supply of coal that is in demand and finds ready sale 
at Emporia, and is a great injury and damage to complainant's business. 

The complaint was referred to the respondent company, and in his answer thereto, 
on December 10, the president and general manager, Mr. Nettleton, says: 

"In reply, I will respectfully state that the A. T. A S. F. requires such coal to be routed by Girard. 
Our rate, Columbus to Girard, is 25 cents per ton, and we cannot furnish cars to go off our line on such a 
low rate, unless the connecting line will furnish its proportion, which, in this case, it is unable to do.*' 

On the 12th inst., the Board addressed a letter to Mr. Nettleton on the subject, of 
which the following is a copy: 

*' Dear Sir— Referring to your favor of the 10th inst., relative to the complaint of J. E. May berry, of 
Emporia, Eas., who desires to buy coal at Columbus, Eas., to be transported to Emporia, but who is una- 
ble to do so, for the reason that you decline to furnish cars at the Columbus mine to be loaded for haul- 
age via Girard to Emporia, I am instructed by the Board to say, that it would doubtless be the fair 
thing for two companies engaged jointly in the carriage of coal from the same mine to furnish each a 
due proportion of the cars used. But, in this case, the mine is located on your line, and the Atchison 
road does not reach it. If that company declines to furnish a portion of the cars, the Board do not 
see how it can be required to do so. If it were to tender empty cars to your company at Girard to be 
hauled by your company to Columbus, and there be loaded and Returned to the Atchison Company at 
Gfrard, you might not lawfully refuse to receive and haul them for a fair and reasonable compensation* 
Such a duty seems to be prescribed in the ninth section of the act concerning railroads and other common 
carriers. The same section also provides that ' It shall be the duty of any railroad company, when within 
its power so to do, and upon reasonable -notice, to furnish suitable cars to any and all persons who may 
apply therefor for tbe transportation of any and all kinds of freight, and to receive and transport 
such freight with all reasonable dispatch,' etc. 

"The question which this suggests, and which the Board would be pleased to have your views on, is 
this: If the Columbus mine owner calls upon your company for a car, to be loaded with his freight, to 
be delivered to you for transportation to such destination as he may designate, can you lawfully refuse 
him a car for such purpose, for the reason that only a portion of the haul is made upon your line? He 
cannot make a demand upon the Atchison Company for a car, since his freight does not originate on 
that company's line. Would the reason urged by you excuse or justify your refusal to furnish cars 
under the section cited ? 

" The Board will have to decide this matter with reference to the statute as it exists, but desire to be 
favored first with your views upon it." 

On the 16th Mr. Nettleton responded, and, after reciting the question propounded 
in the foregoing, adds: "This question was submitted to our counsel, who advises 
as follows: 

" ' The statutes of Eansas, as well as of many other States, require a railroad company to receive 
and transport cars from other lines, but nowhere attempt to require a railroad company to permit its 
cars to go beyond its own line. The law of Eansas, to which the Commissioners refer in their letter 
to you, which is §1832, as you will observe, simply requires a railroad company to receive and trans- 
port in like manner the empty or loaded cars furnished by any connecting road, to be delivered at any 
station or stations on the line of its road, to be loaded with or discharged or reloaded and returned to 
the road so connecting, thus leaving it entirely optional with the railroad whether it will or will not 
furnish its own cars to be run onto the connecting line. In my opinion, the mere fact that we fur- 
nished cars to be hauled over some of our connections does not require us to furnish our cars to be 
hauled over all of our connections. In other words, that we are at liberty to allow our cars, to go over 
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one line which directly connects with us, and not over another; and that the decision of the company 
In that particular is a proper exercise of Its judgment in the management of its railroad, with which 
no court will interfere.'" 

The facts being admitted, the only qnestion remaining is, what oonstrnotion and 
effect should be given to the law applicable to them f 

The mine in qnestion is located on the line of the respondent company, and is 
accessible to no other road. The mine-owner is dependent on the facilities of this 
road solely to reach all bnt a merely local market for his product. The respondent 
company's line connects with the road of the Atchison Company at Girard, at which 
point the transfer is made to the latter road for carriage on to Emporia. Objection 
is made to furnishing cars for transportation of coal over that route, for the alleged 
reason that the rate for that part of the carriage between Columbus and Girard 
amount only to 25 cents per ton. If the mine -owner was chiefly dependent on a 
market the route to which lay over the same connection, if the objection is valid, the 
mine would be worthless and its product would be inaccessible to the public. The 
mine-owner has not manifested a lively interest in this matter, and it may be pre- 
sumed from this that he ships the great bulk of his coal in other directions. But 
this does not change the principle involved. 

Doubtless a railroad company may not be compelled to furnish cars to shippers, 
to be hauled a short distance over its own line and then passed to a connecting line 
operated by another company, without reasonable compensation to the company 
whose cars are thus employed. Such compensation is usually arranged upon a 
mileage basis, for the use. of a car upon a connecting line; but the question now is, 
may a railroad company lawfully refuse a car to a shipper located upon its line for 
the loading and transporting of his freight, partly over such company's line and 
partly over a connecting line belonging to another company, arbitrarily, or for the 
sole reason that the established rate for that part of the haul made over the line of 
the company furnishing the car is not a satisfactory compensation, by reason of 
the shortness of the haul? 

The statutory rule on the subject is: 

*'It shall be the duty of any railroad company, when within its power so to do, and upon reason- 
able notice, to furnish suitable cars, to any and all persons who may apply therefor, for the transporta- 
tion of any and all kinds of freight, and to receive and transport such freight with all reasonable 
dispatch." 

This rule recognizes but one reason or ground of refusal of cars, upon demand 
of any person whose business requires the service of a railroad, and that is the lack 
of ability to furnish them. There is no exemption from compliance with such a 
demand by reason of the shortness of the hanl in the rule quoted. A railroad com- 
pany cannot choose whether it will perform this service and decline the other; it 
. most respond to every demand that pertains to its legitimate functions as a common 
carrier within the limits of its power or ability, and this whether the particular serv- 
ice is desirable or otherwise. Ordinarily, or in the absence of voluntary custom, 
usage, or positive law, a railroad company could not be required to permit its cars 
to pass from its own line to that of another company; but if such is the prevailing 
or general practice among railroads, such facilities may not be afforded to some 
and denied to others, except for a controlling reason. That reason we believe to be 
embodied in the statute quoted above, viz., the ability of the company to furnish 
the cars. 

The company furnishes rolling-stock and equipment for use primarily upon its 
own road. If it has full use for its cars in any line of traffic upon its own road, and 
its obligation to the public tributary to it would fail of due performance to permit 
cars to go on other lines, this would amount to an inability consistent with other 
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and paramount obligations to fDrnish the oars to be diverted from the oompany's 
own line. It will not necessarily follow from this, that if the company refuses cars 
at one point to be loaded and sent onto a connecting line, it must refuse at all other 
points. But we are of opinion that it may not discriminate between shippers amon^ 
whom a similarity of circumstances or conditions exist, in furnishing cars to go onto 
connecting lines with loaded freight. 

We have heretofore expressed the opinion that where a mine is located upon one 
road and the coal is carried over two roads, to be delivered to a dealer situated upon 
the second road, it would be fair and right for the two roads participating in the 
traffic should each furnish a share of the cars necessary to conduct it. (See Sixth 
Report, p. 131 et aeq.) 

We are still of this opinion. In a case like this, we think that such an obliga- 
tion should be recognized. The complainant is entitled to have his freight carried, 
and his business preserved, and it is the duty of the companies to furnish the cars; 
and while we adhere to the views expressed as to the duty of the respondent com- 
pany, we recommend, in such cases, a division of the burden in supplying cars for 
this trade. 6t the Boabd.

statement. 

The complainants in this case set up, as a cause of action, the following alleged 
facts:' 

First They '* believe " it to have been ** a part of the understanding, when munici- 
pal aid was given to the construction of the road, that the respondent company 
should furnish fair and sufficient passenger trains and accommodation to the 
public.*' 

Second. That the service now rendered is by a single mixed train daily each way, 
moved very irregularly as to time, and with no apparent effort to accommodate the 
traveling public by promptness in time or terminal connections, crippling business 
in their city and rendering intercourse with their county seat and Salina, as their 
chief market place, burdensome and expensive. 

They therefore demand an increase of service, by the addition of a passenger 
train, daily each way, between the cities of Salina and McPherson. 

The respondent company makes answer, in a general statement, that competi- 
tion of main lines running east and west through McPherson and Saline counties 
has reduced the passenger business tributary to this cross line to a point below the 
actual cost of operating a separate passenger and mail train ; that before such serv- 
ice was withdrawn from the line it had been clearly demonstrated that it must be 
run, if at all, at a direct and serious loss to the company. 

The respondent admits, however, that the present train service is irregular, and 
has been governed by freight-train connections at Salina, solely, in determining the 
time of its south-bound departure, and by freight distribution and station work in its 
progress; but that this irregularity has not been so extreme as claimed in the com- 
plaint. 
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On December 9th, inst., a hearing of this case was had at Lindsborg, both parties 
being represented, bat no evidence was produced on either side to strengthen the 
complaint or its denial. It was made plain by many witnesses that the alleged in- 
convenience was suffered by the people on the line of the road nnder its present 
operation, and over against this was a reassertion, as a fact, that the passenger 
service was withdrawn for want of support, and that its resumption wonld entail a 
serious loss to the company, but no showing of this by record evidence of past earn- 
ings was made. 

Subsequent to this hearing, on December 11th, the Commission asked of respond- 
ent company a statement of the present train earnings for the six months last past, 
and also the earnings of the passenger train for the six months preceding its aban - 
donment. 

To this General Superintendent Brinkerhoff responds, under date of December 
28th, inst., by authority of respondent company's auditor, that *'it is impossible to 
furnish train earnings for any part of our system for a past period." 

DECISION. 

The Commission in this decision desires to discuss with freedom the first allega- 
tion in this complaint, which seems to be misunderstood generally, and therefore 
made a part of nearly every demand for improved facilities and additional service, 
viz., the obligation rising out of municipal aid given in bonds to construction. 

It must be conceded that the proposition submitted to the people is in the na- 
ture of a solicitation, on the part of the company to the municipality, to join in the 
business venture of railroad construction, by a subscription to the capital stock of the 
company, to be full paid at par value in bonds, and unless such proposition contains 
specific conditions, which rise to the dignity of a contract to do more than to re- 
spond to the public obligation of a common carrier, it cannot be plead as a reason 
for demanding anything of the company which might not have been imposed and 
enforced in the absence of such municipal aid. 

It may be, indeed it is, a misfortune that so much has been given in a loose way, 
under* propositions so worded as to make a misunderstanding of their exact import 
and meaning impossible. The complainants in this case say ^Mt is believed" that 
this specific service, or more, was guaranteed to them in consideration of municipal 
bonds given. But this belief is not made evidence by a presentation of the docu- 
ment itself, which was certainly accessible if wanted. 

So far, then, as the claim for added service rests upon the first allegation in the 
complaint, it cannot be sustained, and the question left to be considered is this: "Is 
the service asked for reasonable and just as a demand upon the respondent com- 
pany, as service due the public and the complainants under existing circumstances 
and conditions ? " 

Inasmuch, therefore, as the needs of the people along the entire line, and the al- 
leged disadvantage and loss of the complainants, are not disputed, and the respond- 
ent company is unable to sustain by record evidence the belief that the service 
demanded, corresponding to that heretofore and long given, will work unjust hard- 
ships, the Commission finds and decides, that the complaint is sustained as reasona- 
ble and just, and the respondent company is directed to put on a passenger train, 
daily except Sunday, in addition to the present train service, and that this be done 
on or before January 17, 1892. Bt the Boabd.

IMPOBTANT CHANGES DUBINQ THE YEAB. 

1. All extensions of road put in operation: New line has been constructed, and was put in opera- 
tion April 1, 1891, from South Omaha to Lincoln, Neb.— 54.77 miles. 

2. Decrease in mileage, by line abandoned or line straightened : Mileage of various lines is reported 
different from last year— not on account of changes in line, but in remeasurement., Distances were 
found to be incorrect. These differences are ail small, some showing an increase, while others show a 
decrease, making a net decrease of 1.66 miles on entire mileage operated. 

4. All leases taken or surrendered: The Chicago, Kansas <t Nebraska Railway, which, up to April 
30, 1891, was operated by this company, under lease, was at that time sold under a decree of foreclosure 
to satisfy first-mortgage bonds. It was purchased by this company, and is now operated as owned line. 

7. All n'ew bonds issued: Five per cent, extension and collateral bonds have been issued to the 
amount of $1,275,000, $950,000 of which was to take up 5 per cent, bond certificates of a like amount, 
which were outstanding June 30, 1870, and were reported at that time as funded debt. Five per cent, 
extension and collateral bonds, amounting to $25,149,000, which, in last year's report, were snown as 
secured by Chicago, Kansas &. Nebraska Railway bonds, deposited with United States Trust Company 
as collateral, are now reported as a lien on this company's property. Further explanation in answer 
to question No. 4. 

8. All important financial changes, other than those above referred to: On general balance sheet, 
we show to the debit of sinking fund, $133,000. This is account of 5 per cent, extension and collateral 
bonds purchased under the mortgage, and is a credit to funded debt, as shown, the difference being 
funded debt outstanding, as shown.

2. Date of organizatioD : March 17, 1886. 

3. Under laws of what government, State or Territory organized: Under and pursuant to an act of 
the general assembly of the State of Kansas, entitled an "An act concerning private corporations," 
and contained in chapter 23 of the Laws of 1879, and of the amendment thereto. 

Amended charter dated March 29, 1887, authorized company to remove its offices from Atchison, 
Eas., to Topeka, Kas., and to increase its capital stock from $15,000,000 to $30,000,000. 

4. If a consolidated company, name the constituent companies: Cont^oiidated June 13, 1888, with 
Chicago, Rock Island & Colorado Railway Company. Charter of Chicago, Kansas & Nebraska Railway 
Company dated March 17, 1886, and filed with the Secretary of State of Kansas March 19, 1886. Amendea 
charter dated March 29, 1887, and filed with the Secretary of State of Kansas June 8, 1887. 

Charter of Chicago, Rock Island & Colorado Railway Company dated January 30, 1888, and filed 
with the Secretary of State of Colorado. Company organized to construct and maintain a line of rail- 
way running west from the eastern boundary of Elbert county, Colorado, where it connects with the 
Chicago, Kansas & Nebraska Railway Company. 

The articles of consolidation entered into June 13, 1888, made the name of the consolidated com- 
pany **The Chicago, Kansas & Nebraska Railway Company;" made the rights, obligations and debts 
of 1>oth companies the rights, etc., of the consolidated company; made the capital stock $35,000,000, and 
made the several officers of the Kanpas company the officers of the consolidated company. 

On the 20th day of December, 1886, the Chicago, Kansas & Nebraska Railway Company purchased 
the railway property and franchises of the Chicago, Kansas & Nebraska Railroad Company, a corpora- 
tion organized on March 31, 1886, under the laws of the State of Nebraska, and thereby became a cor- 
poration of the State of Nebraska.

A. December 29, 1888, the Chicago, Rock Island <fc Pacific Railway Company purchased the property 
of the St. Joe <Sb Iowa Railroad Company, Including its lease of the Chicago, Kansas db Nebraska Raif- 
wav, entered into May 16, 1886, wherein was leased the property of the Chicago, Kansas &. Nebraska 
Railway Company, including the rights, privileges and franchises then possessed, or to be afterwards 
possessed, by the Chicago, Kansas <fc Nebraska, for a term of 999 years, at an annual rental of a sum 
equal to 30 per cent, of the gross earnings realized during the year by the operating company. The 
transfer of this lease was ratified by the three above-named companies December 31, 1888. 

B. March 19, 1887, the Union Pacific Railway Company leased to the Chicago, Kansas A Nebraska 
Railway Company, for 999 years, trackage rights between Kansas City and North Topeka, Kas., at an 
annual rental of $36,900.28. with operating expenses, on wheelage basis. 

C. February 15, 1888, tne Denver &. Rio Grande Railroad Company and the Chicago, Rock Island A 
Colorado Railway Company made agreement for the perpetual joint operation of the railway and prop- 
erty of the Denver &. Rio Grande Railroad Company between Denver and Pueblo, Colo., and on June 
13, 1888, the Chicago, Kansas <Sb Nebraska Railway Company and the Chicago, Rock Island A Colorado 
Railway Company were consolidated under the name of the Chicago, Kansas <& Nebraska Railway 
Company. The annual rental is S75,000 and operating expenses, on wheelage basis. 

D. April 10, 1889, the Union Pacific Railway Company leased to the Chicago, Kansas <fc Nebraska 
Railwav and to the Chicago, Rock Island &. Pacific Railway trackage rights from Limon, Colo., to Den- 
ver, Colo., for a term of 999 years, at an annual rental equal to 80 cents per mile for freight trains, and 
25 cents per mile for passenger trains, or 950,000 when mileage does not equal that amount.

The party of the first part would construct and equip a line through certain counties in Kansas 
and Nebraska, and would turn over to party of the second part all moneys and municipal bonds do- 
nated or issued in exchange for its capital stock. It would also deliver to the second party all -of its 
first-mortgage bonds, to an amount not exceeding $20,000 per mile for its single-track railway, actually 
construct^ and equipped, purchased ; and also Issue certificates for all of its capital stock having a 
par value and not exceeding $20,000 per mile, less tne amount issued to municipalities and individuals. 

The party of the second part would ftirnish all moneys necessary to construct and equip the rail- 
way of tne party of the first part.

sum of $25,232,000, in pursuance of a sale made under a decree of foreclosure in the Circuit Court of the 
United States for the District of Kansas foreclosing the mortgage aforesaid. 

On the 10th day of June, 1891, all the railway property, rights and franchises of this company south 
of Pond Creek, in the Indian Territory, were sold and conveyed to the Chicago, Rock Island &. Pacific 
Railway Company, in consideration of the sum of $1,000,000. 

EXPLANATORY REMARKS. 

For tho line of railway (98.64 miles) south of Pond Creek, I. T., bonds had not been issued, the Chi- 
cago, Rock Island <& Pacific Railway Company having furnished funds for its construction ; and between 
April 30, 1891, and June 10, 1891, its conaition remained unchanged. No interest accrued, and no ex- 
penditures for construction were made.

Pacific Railroad was the name of the original corporation ; incorporated by the act of the Legisla- 
ture of the State of Missouri, approved March 12, 1849, entitled "An act to incorporate the Pacific Rail- 
road." 

The Pacific Railroad was sold under foreclosure proceedings in 1876, in the suit of Geo. £. Ketchem 
et al. vs. Pacific Railroad et al., in the United States Circuit Court for the Eastern District of Missouri. 
The purchasers of the road organized a corporation, under the general railroad law of Missouri, by 
articles of association filed with the Secretary of State of Missouri, October 21, 1876. The corporate 
name of this organization was Missouri Pacific Railway Company. This company was one of the con- 
stituent companies in the consolidation of August 12, 1880, forming the present organization, The Mis- 
souri Pacific Railway Company.

RAILEOAD LAWS. 



LAW CREATING THE BOARD OF RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS, AND 

DEFINING THEIR DUTIES. 



CHAPTER CXXIV. 

An Aot oonobbnimg RAiiiBOADS AMD Othbb Common Cabbiebs. 
Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

Section 1. No railroad company shall charge or receive a rate in excess of three 
cents per mile for the transportation of any passenger who is over twelve years of 
ag^i upon any railroad in this State, nor in excess of half that sum per mile for 
the transportation of any passenger of the age of twelve years or under. Each 
passenger over twelve years of age paying fare shall be entitled to have transported, 
without any additional charge, baggage not exceeding one hundred pounds in weight; 
and each passenger of twelve years of age or under paying fare shall be entitled to 
have transported, without additional charge, baggage not exceeding fifty pounds in 
weight. 

Sec. 2. The Executive Council shall, before the first day of April next, elect three 
competent persons, who shall constitute a Board of Railroad Commissioners, and 
who shall hold their bfiices from the date of their respective elections for the term 
of one, two and three years from the first day of April next. The Executive Council 
shall, in like manner, before the first day of April in each year thereafter, elect a 
Commissioner, to continue in oifice for the term of three years from said date, and 
in case any vacancy occurs in said Board, by resignation or otherwise, shall in the 
same manner elect a Commissioner to serve for the residue of the term. The Ex- 
ecutive Council may at any time remove such Commissioners, or any of them, and 
elect others to fill the vacancy; and all votes oast by each member of the Executive 
Council for the^eleotion of any person to the office of Railroad Commissioner, or 
removal from the same, shall be recorded in a journal kept by them for that pur- 
pose, which journal shall be kept open at all times for public inspection. The said 
Board of Commissioners shall have power to appoint a Secretary, and remove him 
at pleasure. No person owning any bonds, stock or property in any railroad com- 
pany, or who is in the employment, or who is in any way or manner pecuniarily in- 
terested in any railroad, shall be eligible to the office of Railroad Commissioner or 
Secretary of said Board. Said Railroad Commissioners and Secretary shall be quali- 
fied electors of the State : Provided^ That no more than two of the Commissioners 
shall belong to the same political party. Said Commissioners and Secretary shall 
be sworn to the due and faithful performance of the duties of their respective offices 
before entering upon the discharge of the same. Each of said Commissioners shall 
enter into bonds, with security to be approved by the Executive Council, in the sum 
of $10,000, conditioned for the faithful performance of his duty. 

(309) 
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Seo. 8. Said Commissioners shall keep their office in the State House, or at some 
other suitable place in the city of Topeka, and they or either of them may act offi- 
cially in any part of the State. They shall each receive a salary of three thousand 
dollars per annum, and the Secretary shall receive a salary of one thousand five hun- 
dred dollars per annum, to be paid as the salaries of other State officers are paid; 
and the said Board shall be provided, at the expense of the State, with necessary 
office furniture and stationery. 

[ Section 4 of this act declared void. See 32 Eas. 761. 

Section 4, which provides for raising a fund for the payment of the salaries and 
current expenses of the Board of Railroad Commissioners and its Secretary by the 
taxation of the property of railroad companies only, was declared unconstitutional 
and void by the Supreme Court of the State of Kansas, being in contravention of 
^1 of art. 11 of the State constitution, which provides that **the Legislature shall 
provide for a uniform and equal rate of assessment and taxation.'' {A, T. db 8. F, Rid, 
Co. V. Hawet 32 Kas. 737.) 

Sbo. 5. Said Commissioners shall have the general supervision of all railroads in 
the State operated by steam, and all express companies, sleeping-car companies, and 
all other persons, companies or corporations doing business as common carriers in 
this State; and shall inquire into any neglect or violation of the laws of this State 
by any person, company or corporation engaged in the business of transportation 
of persons or property therein, or by the officers, agents or employes thereof; and 
shall also from time to time carefully examine and inspect the condition of each 
railroad in the State, and its equipment, and the manner of its conduct and man- 
agement, with reference to the public safety and convenience. Whenever in the 
judgment of the Railroad Commissioners it shall appear that any railroad corpora- 
tion or other transportation company fails, in any respect or particular, to comply 
with the terms of its charter or the laws of the State, or whenever in their judgment 
any repairs are necessary upon its road, or any addition to its rolling-stock, or any 
addition to or changes of its station or station houses, or any change in its rates 
for transporting freight, or any change in the mode of operating its road and con- 
ducting its business, is reasonable and expedient, in order to promote the security, 
convenience and accommodation of the public, said Commissioners shall inform such 
corporation of the improvement and changes which they adjudge to be proper, by 
a notice thereof in writing, to be served by leaving a copy thereof, certified by the 
Commissioners' Secretary, with any station agent, clerk, treasurer, or any director 
of said corporation; and a report of the proceedings shall be included in the annual 
report of the Commissioners to the Governor. Nothing in this section shall be con- 
strued as relieving any railroad company, or other transportation Corporation, from 
their responsibility or liability for damage to person or property. 

Sbo. 6. Said Commissioners shall, on or before the first Monday in December in 
each year, make a report to the Governor of their doings for the preceding year, 
containing such facts, statements and explanations as will disclose the working of 
the system of railroad transportation in this State, and its relation to the general 
business and prosperity of the citizens of the State, and such suggestions and rec- 
ommendations in respect thereto as may seem appropriate. Said report shall also 
contain, as to every railroad corporation doing business in this State — 

First: The amount of its capital stock. 

Second: The amount of its preferred stock, if any, and the condition of its pre- 
ferment. 

Third: The amount of its funded debt, and the rate of interest. 

Fourth: The amount of its floating debt. 
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Fifth: The cost and aotual present cash value of its road and equipment, indnd- 
ing permanent way buildings and rolling-stook, all real estate used exolasively in 
operating the road, and all fixtures and oon-venienoes for transacting its basiness. 

Sixth: The estimated value of all other property owned by such corporation, 
with a schedule of the same, not including lands granted in aid of its construction. 

Seventh: The number of acres originally granted in aid of the construction of 
its road, by the United States or by this State. 

Eighth: Number of acres of such land remaining unsold. 

Ninth: A list of all its officers and directors, with their respective places of resi- 
dence. 

Tenth: Such statistics of the road and of its business for the year as may, in the 
judgment of the Commissioners, be necessary and proper for the information of the 
Legislature, or as may be required by the Governor. Such report shall exhibit and 
refer to the condition of such corporation on the first day of July of each year, and 
the details of its business transacted during the year ending June 30. 

Eleventh: The average amount of tonnage that can be carried over each road in 
the State with an engine of given power. 

Sbo. 7. To enable said Commissioners to make such report, the president or 
managing officer of each railroad or transportation company doing business in this 
State, shall annually make to the said Commissioners, on the 15th day of September 
of each year, such returns, in the form which they may prescribe, as will afford the 
information required for their said official report. Such returns shall be verified by 
the oath of the officer making them; and any corporation herein named, whose re- 
turns shall not be made as herein prescribed, by the 15th day of September, shall be 
liable to a penalty of one hundred dollars for each and every day after the 16th day 
of September that such returns shall be willfully delayed or refused. 

.Seo. 8. The said Commissioners shall have power, in the discharge of the duties 
of their office, to examine any of the books, papers or documents of any such com- 
pany or corporation, or to examine under oath or otherwise any officer, director, 
agent, or employ^ thereof, or any other person. The Commissioners, or either of 
them, are empowered to issue subpoenas and administer oaths in the same manner 
and with the same power to enforce obedience thereto, in the performance of their 
duties, as belong and pertain to courts of record in this State; and any person who 
may willfully obstruct said Commissioners in the performance of their duties, or 
who may refuse to give any information within their possession that may be re- 
quired by said Commissioners within the line of their duty, shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and shall be liable, on conviction thereof, to a fine of not exceed- 
ing one thousand dollars, in the discretion of the court; the costs of such subpoenas 
and investigation to be first paid by the State, on the certificate of said Commis- 
sioners. 

Seo. 9. It shall be the duty of any railroad company, when within its power so 
to do, and upon reasonable notice, to furnish suitable cars to any and all persons 
who may apply therefor for the transportation of any and all kinds of freight, and 
to receive and transport such freight with all reasonable dispatch, and to provide 
and keep suitable facilities for the receiving and handling of the same at any depot 
on the line of its road; and also to receive and transport in a like manner the 
empty or loaded cars furnished by any connecting road, to be delivered at any sta- 
tion or stations on the line of its road, to be loaded or discharged, or reloaded and 
returned to the road so connecting; and for compensation it shall not demand or 
receive any greater sum than is accepted by it from any other connecting railroad 
for a similar service. 

Sbo. 10. No railroad company shall charge, demand or receive from any person « 
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oompany or corporation, for the transportation of any property or for any other 
seryice, a greater sam than it shall at the same time charge, demand or receive from 
any other person, oompany or corporation, for a like seryioe from the same place, 
or upon like condition and under similar circumstances; and all concessions of rates, 
drawbacks and contracts for special rates shall be open to and allowed all persons, 
companies, and corporations alike; nor shall it charge more for transporting freight 
from any point on its line than a fair and just proportion of the price it charges 
for the same kind of freight transported from any other point. 

Sbo. 11. No railroad company shall charge, demand or receive from any person, 
company or corporation an unreasonable price for the transportatipn of persons or 
property, or for the hauling or storing of freight, or for the use of its cars, or for 
any privilege or service afforded by it in the transaction of its business as a railroad 
company. A.nd upon complaint in writing, made to the Board of Railroad Com- 
missioners, that an unreasonable price has been charged, such Board shall investi- 
gate said complaint, and if sustained shall make a certificate under their seal, setting 
forth what is a reasonable charge for the service rendered, which shall be prima facie 
evidence of the matters therein stated. 

Sbo. 12. It shall be unlawful for any railroad company to make any contract or 
enter into any stipulation with any other railroad company running in the same 
general direction, by which either company shall directly or indirectly agree to 
divide, in any manner or proportion, the joint earnings upon the whole or any part 
of the freight transported over such roads; and any violation of this provision shall 
render the railroad company violating the same liable to a penalty of $5,000 for 
each month for which such earnings are divided, to be recovered for the use of the 
common-school fund, in the name of the State. 

Seo. 13. No railroad company shall be permitted, except as otherwise provided 
by regulation or order of the Board, to change or limit its common-law liability a& 
a common carrier. All railroad companies shall, on demand, issue duplicate freight 
receipts to shippers, in which shall be stated the class or classes of freight shipped, 
the freight charges over the road giving the receipt, and so far as practicable, shall 
state the freight charges over other roads that carry such freight. When the con- 
signee presents the railroad receipt to the agent of the railroad that delivers such 
freight, such agent shall deliver the article shipped on payment of the rate charged 
for the class of freights mentioned in the receipt. 

Seo. 14. In all oases where complaint shall be made in accordance with the pro- 
visions of section 18, hereinafter provided, that an unreasonable charge is made, or 
that the rates charged for freight are unjust, unreasonable, or extortionate, and the 
Board shall -find such complaint to be true, they shall require a modified charge for 
the service rendered, such as they shall deem to be reasonable, and shall certify their 
finding to the managing officer of the road against which complaint is made; and 
the rates so determined by the Board to be reasonable shall be, by the railroad oom- 
pany affected thereby, accepted, and posted up in a conspicuous place in each depot 
on the line of its road that may be designated by said Board; and such rates so found 
shall, in all actions arising in any court in the State, be taken to be reasonable com- 
pensation for the services for which they are provided, until the contrary is proven ; 
and all compensation demanded or received by any such railroad company in excess 
of the rates so determined by the Board, shall in any such action be taken to be un- 
just, unreasonable, and extortionate, until the contrary is proven. All cases of a 
failure to comply with a recommendation of the Board of Commissioners shall be 
embodied in the report of the Board of Commissioners to the Governor, and the 
same shall apply to any unjust discrimination, extortion or overcharge by said 
oompany, or any other violation of this act by such oompany. 
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Sbo. 15. Any person, partnerBhip or corporation engaged in business, other than 
that of a common carrier, may own or lease railroad cars, and may load and bill the 
same to any railroad point, and all railroad companies and connecting lines to* 
whom any such car is delivered shall receive and transport the same with all reasona- 
ble dispatch towards its destination: Provided, That sach oars shall be constructed 
in conformity to the rales and regalations of the company to which snoh applica- 
tion is made, and for such compensation as may be fixed by the Commissioners; 
and having arrived at its destination, it shall be unloaded, and shall be, unless other- 
wise ordered by such shippers, returned to its starting-point with like dispatch, and 
shall not be deviated from its route, and shall be in all respects handled the same 
as a car belonging to any railroad company: Provided, That it may be by said rail-, 
road company reasonably loaded upon its return trip and the owner be -allowed a 
reasonable sum for its use; and such owner shall be responsible for all necessary 
repairs. 

Sbo. 16. Neither said Board of Railroad Oommissioners nor any railroad com- 
pany shall raise the charge for the transportation of freight on any railroad with- 
out first giving sixty days' public notice of such change, in such manner as the 
Commissipners may determine. 

Seo. 17. A.ny person, upon written permission given by the Board, may exercise, 
in the same manner and to the same extent as is now enjoyed by railroad compan- 
ies, the right of condemning and appropriating land, and laying out and construct- 
ing any spur, switch or railroad track thereover, and connecting the same with any 
railroad already constructed; and the right to use such spur, switch or track shall 
be public, at rates and on terms and conditions such as the Board shall prescribe, if 
the parties interested cannot agree. 

Sbo. 18. It shall be the duty of said Oommissioners, upon the complaint and ap- 
plication of the mayor and council of any city, or the trustees of any township, to 
make an examination of the rate of freight tariff charged by any such company, 
and of the condition or operation of any railroad, any part of whose location lies 
within the limits of such city or township; and if twenty- five or more legal voters 
in any city or township shall, by petition in writing, request the mayor and council 
of such city or the trustee of such township to make the said complaint and appli- 
cation, and the mayor and council or the trustee refuse or decline to comply with 
the prayer of the petition, they shall state the reason for such non-compliance, in 
writing, upon the petition, and return the same to the petitioners; and the peti- 
tioners may thereupon, within ten days from the date of such refusal and return, 
present such petition to said Oommissioners; and said Oommissioners shall, if upon 
inquiry and hearing of the petitioners they think that the public good demands the 
examination, proceed to make it in the same manner as if called upon by the mayor 
and council of any city or the trustee of any township. Before proceeding to make 
such examination, in accordance with such application or petition, said Oommis- 
sioners shall give to the petitioners and railroad company reasonable notice, in 
writing, of the time and place of entering upon the same. If upon such an exam- 
ination it shall appear to said Commissioners that the complaint alleged by the ap- 
plicants or petitioners be well founded, they shall so adjudge; and they shall then 
and there decide what is a reasonable charge for such freights, and shall inform the 
corporation operating such railroad company of their adjudication within ten days, 
and shall also report their doings to the Governor, as provided in section six of this 
act, and shall certify to such complainants the result of such adjudication; and such 
adjudication shall be prima fade evidence of what is a reasonable charge in all ac- 
tions for such service. 

Sbo. 19. Any railroad company which shall violate any of the provisions of this 
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act shall forfeit for every each offense, to the person, oompany or corporation ag- 
grieved thereby, three times the aotnal damages sustained by the said party aggrieved} 
together with costs of sait and reasonable attorney's fee, to be fixed by the court; 
and if an appeal be taken from the judgment, or any part thereof, it shall be the 
dnty of the appellate court to include in the judgment an additional reasonable at- 
torney's fee for services in appellate court or courts. 

Seo. 20. Any railroad company or individual willfully violating or evading any 
of the provisions of this act not otherwise herein provided for, shall for each offense 
forfeit and pay a penalty of not less than one hundred nor more than five thousand 
dollars. All penalties provided for in this act shall be recovered by a civil action, 
to be instituted and prosecuted in the name of the State by the county attorney of 
the county in which the offense has been committed, upon the direction of the Board 
of Railroad GommissionerB. If upon the trial of such action the jury shall find for 
the plaintiff, they ^hall assess and return with their verdict the amount of the fine 
to be imposed upon the defendant, and the court shall render judgment accordingly. 
All such penalties so recovered shall be paid into the school fund of the county in 
which such offense has been committed; and the Board of Railroad Commissioners 
may require the attorney general to assist such county attorney in the prosecution 
of any such action. No bond for costs shall be required of the State in any such 
action. 

Seo. 21. In any action against any railroad company for violations of the pro- 
visions of this act, the plaintiff may join in the same petition as many different 
causes of action as he may have against such company arising under this act. 

Seo. 22. Any person who shall willfully and corruptly swear, testify or affirm 
falsely to any material matter, upon any oath, or affirmation, or declaration, legally 
administered in any cause, matter or proceeding before said Board, or any member 
thereof, or in any return, answer or report required by this act to be made, shall be 
deemed guilty of willful and corrupt perjury, and shall be punished by imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary at hard labor, for a term not exceeding seven years. 

Seo. 23. Said Board of Commissioners shall keep an accurate record of all its of- 
ficial acts, and shall also provide a seal, on which shall be the impression, " Board of 
Railroad Commissioners, State of Kansas. Seal." All process or certificates issued 
or given by the Board shall be attested by said seal. Copies of the record of the 
Board, certified by the Secretary and attested with the seal of the Board, shall be re- 
ceived in evidence with the like effect as copies of other public records. 

Seo. 24. Any member of said Board while acting in the performance of his duties 
as such, together with such clerk, accountant, expert or other agent whose services 
he deems to be important in the discharge of said duties, shall have the right of 
passing at all times over all railroads and on all railroad trains, or any part thereof, 
in this State, free of charge. 

Seo. 25. Nothing in this act shall be construed to estop or hinder any person or 
corporation from bringing suit against any railroad company for any violation of 
any of the laws of this State for the government of railroads. 

Seo. 26. In construing this act, unless such meaniifg be repugnant to the context, 
or to the manifest intention of the Legislature, the term " railroad oompany " shall 
include to be construed to mean any incorporated railroad company, or any express 
or transportation company, or any railroad bridge company, or any person or per- 
sons, lessee, assignee, trustee, receiver, partnership, joint-stock company, or corpo- 
ration, engaged wholly, partially, jointly or severally in laying out, constructing, 
, owning, operating, using or maintaining any railroad operated by steam, or any 
portion or part of any such railroad line. The word "person** shall include persons, 
partnerships, joint-stock companies, or corporations. 
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Sbo. 27. Sections fifty-six^ fifty-seyen, fifty- eight and fifty-nine of chapter twenty- 
three of the General Statntes are hereby repealed. 

Sbo. 28. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its publication 
in the official State paper. 

Approved March 6, 1888. 



CHAPTER OXXXIII. 



An Act belatino to Switch Connections at thb Cbossinos of RAiiiBOADS, and 

PBOYIDING FOB THBIB CONSTBUOTION AND MAINTENANCE. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Sbotion 1. That whenever in the judgment of the Board of Railroad Commis- 
sioners it is necessary to the convenience or accommodation of the public that two 
or more railroads that cross each other shoald connect at or near the point of cross- 
ing, for the transfer of cars from one road to another, the Board may require the 
construction of necessary switch connections between such railroads at the points 
where deemed necessary, in the following manner: Said Board of Railroad Com- 
missioners shall serve upon the railroad companies whose roads it is deemed neces- 
sary to connect a certified copy of their finding and decision, in which shall be stated 
the character of connection to be built, whose duty it shall then be to construct such 
switch connections within such time as the said Board shall prescribe, and the ex- 
pense of the same shall be borne equally by the companies whose roads so connect. 
If one of said companies shall build the whole of such switch, it may recover one- 
half the cost of the same from the company whose duty it was to construct one- half 
of such switch. 

Sec. 2. Any railroad company failing or refusing to comply with the require- 
ments of the said Board in relation to such switch, shall be subject to a penalty of 
five hundred dollars, to be recovered in a civil action in the name of the State. 

Sbo. 8. The companies whose roads thus connect may operate and maintain such 
switch jointly. 

Sbo. 4. This act to take effect and be in force from and after the date of its pub- 
lication in the official State paper. 

Approved February 17, 1886. 



CHAPTER CXCIII. 

An Aot to amend Section 1 of an Act BNTiTiiED **An Act BBiiATiNO to Switch 
Connections at the Cbossinos of RAiiiBOADs, and pboviding fob theib Con- 
stbuotion and Maintenance," the same being Chapteb 138, Session Laws 
OF 1886. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

Section 1. That section 1 of an act entitled **An act relating to switch connec- 
tions at the crossings of railroads, and providing for their construction and main- 
tenance," the same being chapter 188, Session Laws of 1886, be and the same is 
hereby amended so as to read as follows : Section 1. That whenever in the judg- 
ment of the Board of Railroad Commissioners it is necessary to the convenience or 
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aooommodation of the public that two or more railroads that cross or ran parallel 
with each other should connect at or near the point of crossing or places of business 
along such railroad for the transfer of cars from one road to another, the Board 
may require the construction of necessary switch connections between such railroads 
at the points where deemed necessary, in the following manner: Said Board of Rail- 
road Commissioners shall serve upon the railroad companies whose roads it is deemed 
necessary to connect, a certified copy of their finding and decision, in which shall 
be stated the character of connections to be built, whose duty it shall then be to 
construct such switch connections within such time as the said Board shall prescribe, 
and the expense of the same shall be borne equally by the companies whose roads 
80 connect or run parallel. If one of said companies shall build the whole of said 
switch, it may recover one-half of the cost of the same from the company whose 
duty it was to construct one-half of such switch. 

Sbo. 2. That all acts or parts of acts in conflict with this act are hereby repealed* 
Sbo. 8. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its publication 
in the official State paper.

CHAPTER CXXXIX. 

[ May colled additional fare,] 
An Act in Relation to Railboads. 
Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Sbotion 1. That in every case where any passenger on any railroad in the State 
of Kansas shall fail or neglect to purchase a ticket for his or her journey, prior to 
taking passage on the train of such railroad company, it shall be lawful for such 
railroad company to charge and collect from such passenger, in excess of the legal 
rate of fare, the sum of ten cents for each journey of fifteen miles or less, and the 
sum of fifteen cents for each journey of more than fifteen miles and not exceeding 
fifty miles, and the sum of twenty -five cents for each journey of fifty miles or more: 
Provided^ That this act shall not apply to any passenger taking passage on any rail- 
road train ( from any station) at which such railroad company fails to keep tickets 
on sale, or at which such company shall neglect or fail to keep its ticket office open 
for the sale of tickets at least thirty minutes immediately prior to the starting of 
such train. 

Sbo. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its publication 
in the official State paper. 

Approved February 19, 1886. 



CHAPTER CLXXXIV. 

An Act beoulatino the Cbossing and Intebseotion of Railboads. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Sbotion 1. Any railroad company authorized to operate a railroad in this State, 
desiring to cross or unite its track with any other railroad upon the grounds of such 
other railway corporation, shall make application in writing to the Board of Rail- 
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road GommisBioners, stating the place of oroesing or intersection; whereupon the 
Board of Railroad Commissioners shall fix a day for the hearing of snoh applica- 
tion, and notify the railway corporations interested, at which time, anless farther 
time be granted by said Board, the corporations interested shall be heard in regard 
to the necessity, place, manner and terms of such crossing or connection ; and npon 
such hearing, either party or the Board may call and examine witnesses in regard to 
the matter, and the Board shall, after snch hearing and a personal examination of 
the locality where a crossing or connection is desired, determine whether there is a 
necessity for snch crossing, or not, and if so, the place thereof, whether it shall be 
over or nnder the existing railroad, or at grade, and in other respects the manner 
of snch crossing, and the terms upon which the same shall be made and maintained: 
Provided^ That no crossing shall be made through the yards or over the switches or 
side-tracks of any existing railroad, if a crossing can be effected at any other place 
that is practicable. 

Seo. 2. If either party shall be dissatisfied with the terms and order made by said 
Board of Railroad Commissioners, it may appeal to the district conrt of the county 
wherein such crossing or connection is sought to be made, in the same manner as 
appeals are allowed from a judgment of a justice of the peace to the district court; 
and said appeal, and all subsequent proceedings, shall only affect the amount of 
compensation, if any, and other terms of crossing fixed by said Board, but shall not 
delay the making of said crossing or connection: Provided^ The corporation desir- 
ing such crossing or connection shall deposit with the county treasurer of the county 
where crossing or connection is sought to be made, the amount of compensation, if 
any is fixed by said Board of Railroad Commissioners, and shall execute and file 
with said Board a bond of sufficient security, to be approved by any member of said 
Board, to pay all damages and comply with all terms that may be adjudged by the 
district court. 

Seo. 3. Any railroad company which shall violate or evade any of the provisions 
of this act shall forfeit for every such offense to the person, company or corporation 
refused [injured] thereby, three times the actual damage sustained by the party 
aggrieved. 

Seo. 4. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its publication 
in the official State paper. 

Approved March 5, 1887. 



CHAPTER CLXXXV. 
Am Act in RsiiATiON to Railboad Cbossinos and Junctions at Gbade. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Section 1. When and in case two or more railroads crossing each other at com- 
mon grade shall, by a system of interlocking or automatic signals, or by any works 
or fixtures to be erected by them, render it safe for engines to pass over such cross- 
ings without stopping, and such interlocking or automatic signals or works or 
fixtures shall be approved by the Board of Railroad Commissioners, then and in that 
case it is hereby made lawful for the engines and trains of such railroad or railroads 
to pass over such crossings without stopping, any law or the provisions of any laws 
to the contrary notwithstanding; and all laws or provisions are hereby declared not 
to be applicable in such cases. 

Seo. 2. When two or more railroads cross each other at a common grade, either 
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of snoh railroads may apply to the Board of Railroad Commissioners for permis- 
sion to introduce npon both of said roads some system of interlocking or automatic 
signals or works or fixtures, rendering it safe for engines and trains to pass oyer 
such crossings without stopping; and it shall be the duty of said Board of Railroad 
Commissioners, if the system of works and fixtures which it is proposed to erect by 
said company, are in the opinion of the Board sufficient and proper, to grant such 
permission. 

Seo. 8. Any railroad company which has obtained permission to introduce a sys- 
tem of interlocking or automatic signals at its crossing at a common grade with 
any other railroad, as provided in the last section, may, after thirty days' notice in 
writing to such other railroad company, introduce and erect such interlocking or 
automatic signals or fixtures; and if such railroad after such notification refuses 
to join with the railroad company giving such notice in the construction of said 
works or fixtures, it shall be lawful for said first company to enter upon the right- 
of-way and tracks of such second company, in such manner as not to unnecessarily 
impede the operation of such road, and erect such works and fixtures, and may re- 
cover in an action at law from such second company one-half of the total cost of 
erecting and maintaining such interlocking o^ automatic signals or works or fix- 
tures on both of said roads. 

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect and be and remain in force from and after its 
publication in the official State paper. 

Approved March 5, 1887. 



CHAPTER CXCII. 



An Act BEiiAxiNO to Railway Companies, and giving AnDixiONAii Powebs to the 

BOABD OF RAIIiBOAD COMMISdiONEBS, AND PBESOBIBING CbBTAIN DuTIES AND LlA- 

BiiiiTiES OF Railway Companies. 
Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Section 1. It shall be the duty of the Board of Railroad Commissioners, upon 
complaint and application by the mayor and council of any city or the trustee of 
any township in this State, requesting an order of said Board to require any railroad 
company in this State to construct any depots, side-tracks, switches, or other facili- 
ties at any point on the line of such railroad, for the convenience and safety of the 
public in the transaction of business with such railroad, and the interchange of busi- 
ness between connecting or parallel railroads at any station, town or city in this 
State, to investigate such complaint after giving proper notice to the railroad com- 
panies interested; and said Commissioners after such examination shall make such 
orders as they deem necessary and proper in relation to the construction and main- 
tenance of such depots, connections, switche8,»or side-tracks, as in the judgment of 
said Board shall be necessary. 

Sec. 2. If complaint shall be made by any railroad company in this State against 
any other railroad company in this State on account of failure, neglect or refusal to 
comply with the provisions of section nine of an act entitled "An act concerning 
railroads and other common carriers," approved March 6th, 1883, the Board of Rail- 
road Commissioners shall upon notice to said railroad company investigate such 
complaint, and thereupon make such order as in the opinion of said Board shall be 
just and reasonable for the public interest, and may fix in such order a reasonable 
switching charge for any service required by such order, which switching charges 
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shall be paid by the railroad company receiving the service, and shall not be added 
to the rate paid by any consignor or consignee interested in snoh shipment. 

• 

Sbo. 3. The Board of Railroad Commissioners may enforce its orders for the 
erection and maintenance of depots, the construction of connections, side-tracks, 
and switches, and charges for switching between connecting or parallel lines of 
railroad as hereinbefore provided for, as provided in the next section. 

Seo. 4. For every neglect or refusal of any railroad company, corporation, re- 
ceiver or person operating any railroad in this State to comply with any order of 
the Board of Railroad Commissioners of this State made in pursuance of the fore- 
going provisions, the person or corporation so neglecting or refusing shall forfeit 
to the State of Kansas the snm of $100 for each and every day that any such order 
is neglected or disobeyed after the expiration of thirty days from the date of service 
of notice on the president, managing officer, superintendent, any member of the 
board of directors, or any station agent or person in charge of any office or station 
of snch company, by the Board of Railroad Commissioners or [of ] the making of 
such order, to be recovered by civil action in the name of the State, which action 
shall be prosecuted by the Attorney General in any conrt having jurisdiction: Pro- 
vided, That npon good caase shown the Board of Railroad Commissioners may ex- 
tend the time within which snch order shall be complied with, to snch an extent as 
in the opinion of the Board, under the circumstances of the particular case, may be 
necessary or desirable. 

Sbo. 5. This act shall take efPect and be and remain in force from and after its 
publication in the official State paper.
